QUESTION No. 1 
Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 


Shall the proposed law which defines and legalizes the practice of chiro- 
‘practic; establishes a board of registration of chiropractors and defines the 
number, mode of appointment, tenure, qualification and compensation of its 
members, and its powers and duties; provides for the preliminary qualifi- 
cations, examinations, certification, original registration and annual license of 
chiropractors and regulation of their practice, and defines the mode, sub- 
jects of and fees for examination, the mode of practice and penalties; and 
other matters related thereto, which are chiefly as follows: 

That chiropractic be “the science or practice of locating and adjusting 
"by hand the malpositions of the articulations of the human spine.” 

That any person, with one preceding year’s residence in this Common- 
wealth and with degree from a qualified chiropractic school received at least 
one year prior to the date when this law takes effect, may, within ninety 
‘days after such date, be certified by the board at its discretion without 
examination. 

That otherwise no person, except a member of the board of registra- 
tion, shall practice chiropractic unless, being over twenty-one years of age, 
“of good moral character and graduated from a reputable chiropractic school 
after versonally attending courses of at least twenty-two hundred sixty- 
minute daylight hours given to persons qualified to graduate from a public 
‘high school, he shall qualify by examination, pay a fee of twenty-five dollars 
and be registered and certified; except that any person licensed in another 
‘State maintaining standards equal to those of this Commonwealth may be 
‘registered without examination. 

That the examination be scientific and practical in character, in subjects 
including anatomy, physiology, symptomatology, hygiene, sanitation, chem- 
istry, histology, pathology, chiropractic analysis, and the principles and prac- 
itice of chiropractic. 

That the board may, after hearing, revoke a certificate for cause. 
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That the board shall make an annual report and shall keep public records 
of its proceedings and of the names of persons examined or registered by it 
and of the names and addresses of all registered chiropractors, who shall 
pay an annual license fee, promptly notify the board of any change in 
address and furnish such other information as the board may require. 

That the board consist of three members, residents of the Common- 
wealth for three years, graduates of a chartered chiropractic school having 
power to confer degrees in chiropractic, to be appointed by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the council, for a term of three years. 

That the board have authority to administer oaths, summon witnesses 
and take testimony and adopt reasonable rules and regulations pertaining to 
their duties, and that they pay into the state treasury fees received by them, 
and that they receive compensation and reimbursement for expenses in such. 
amounts as may be annually appropriated therefor not exceeding the amount 
of such fees. 

Penalties are provided for practicing chiropractic without holding a cer- 
tificate or for using the words “Chiropractic Practioner”, the letters ““D.C.”,. 
or any title or letters indicating engagement in such practice, or for buying,, 
selling or fraudulently obtaining any diploma or record of registration. 

It is further provided that the present law relating to the registration of 
physicians and surgeons and providing penalties for the unauthorized prac-. 
tice of medicine shall not be held to discriminate against registered chiro- 
practors; but no chiropractor, unless registered as a physician or surgeon, 
may practice obstetrics, or administer drugs, or perform surgical operations. 
by the use of instruments, or hold himself out as and for other than a chiro- 
practor, which was disapproved in the House of Representatives by a vote of 
50 in the affirmative and 151 in the negative and in the Senate by a vote of 
13 in the affirmative and 21 in the negative, be approved?

QUESTION No. 2 
Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 


Shall the proposed law which provides for an additional method of 
nominating candidates for nomination, at the state primaries in September, 
by members of political parties, for those offices to be filled by all voters of 
the Commonwealth at a state election. 

It provides that the state conventions of the political parties, in each 
state election year, shall be held before and not after the state primaries, as. 
now, namely, not later than June 15. In order to elect delegates to such 
party conventions, party primaries are established to be held on the last 
Tuesday in April. Among other things, these state conventions may endorse 
candidates for offices to be filled by all the voters and to be voted upon at. 
the state primaries. Such endorsement places a candidate in nomination, at 
such state primaries, without the necessity of filing nomination papers. The- 
name of the endorsed candidate is to be placed first on the ballot and 
against his name is to be placed the words “Endorsed by (the name of 
political party) convention” in addition to the eight-word statement now 
authorized by law. Candidates endorsed by a party convention may accept: 
said endorsement within ten days, and having so accepted may not withdraw.. 
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It also provides for the election of district members of state committees. 
and members of ward and town committees at the proposed party primaries. 
in April, as well as delegates to the state party conventions, instead of at. 
the state primaries in September, as now. 

It also provides for the election of delegates to national conventions (to. 
nominate candidates for President) at the proposed party primaries instead 
of at the primaries, now specially held for that purpose, and which existing 
law requires to be held on the last Tuesday in April (the same day proposed 
for the proposed party primaries). 

It also provides for certain other new provisions of law and certain 
changes in existing laws, relating to holding state conventions and party 
primaries, the number and election of delegates to state conventions, the: 
number of members at large of a state committee, and other matters, which 
in more detail chiefly are as follows: 

State conventions are to be composed solely of delegates elected at the 
party primaries, and the number is to be one from each ward and town and. 
one additional for every fifteen hundred votes or major fraction thereof 
above the first fifteen hundred votes cast at the preceding state election in 
such ward or town for the political party candidate for Governor, instead 
of a number now fixed by the state committee of each party (not less than 
a from each ward or town) and certain members designated by existing 
aw. 

The time, for notice to the State Secretary by aldermen or selectmen of 
their determination to hold primaries by wards, precincts or groups of pre~ 
cincts, to be March 1, instead of August 1, as now. 

The names of candidates for election for delegates to a state conventiom 
and for district members of a state committee to be aranzged individually by 
alphabet instead of in groups arranged by lot, as now. 

Vacancies in the office of delegate to a state or national convention not 
to be filled except in case of a tie vote, and then by delegates from the same 
district, within ten days, and if no other delegates or if not so filled, then by: 
a state committee, rather than solely by the remaining members of the dele- 
gation; and statement of filling of such vacancy to be filed with the State: 
Secretary. 

Seating of delegates at state conventions to be in groups by senatorial 
districts, and order of business at said conventions defined. 

Voting on candidates, by a convention, to be by roll call, if more than 
one candidate for the office, or by groups of delegates unless any member 
of such zroup objects. 

The number of members at large of a state committee of a political. 
party to be fixed by the state convention of a party instead of by the state 
committee as now. 

The existing provisions as to preparation and filing of nomination 
papers, objections to nominations, preparation, number, substance, arrange- 
ment and form of ballots, hours during which polls shall be open, opening 
of ballot boxes, canvass and return of votes, return and certification of votes, 
now applicable to state primaries to be applicable to the proposed party 
primaries. 

The power of state committee to fix the number of district delegates 
to a national convention to be continued, but the date, of giving notice to 
the State Secretary, of such fixation to be March 1 instead of on or before 
the third Wednesday in March, as now. 

The power of city and town committees to fix the number of members 
of ward and town committees to be continued, but the date, of giving notice 
to the State Secretary, of such fixation to be March 1 instead of August 1, 
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as now, which was approved in the Senate by a vote of 21 in the affirmative 
.and 17 in the negative and was disapproved in the House of Representatives 
by a vote of 62 in the affirmative and 138 in the negative, be approved?

Proposed Amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
Is it desirable that the proposed amendment to the Constitution of the 
‘United States,— 


ARTICLE —— 


“SECTION 1. The terms of the President and Vice President shall end 
at noon on the 20th day of January, and the terms of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives at noon on the 3d day of January, of the years in which such 
‘terms would have ended if this article had not been ratified; and the terms 
-of their successors shall then begin. 


“Sec. 2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and 
such meeting shall begin at noon on the 3d day of January, unless they shall 
‘by law appoint a different day. 


“Sec. 3. If, at the time fixed for the beginning of the term of the 
President,: the President elect shall have died, the Vice President elect shall 
become President. If a President shall not have been chosen before the 
‘time fixed for the beginning of his term, or if the President elect shall have 
failed to qualify, then the Vice President elect shall act as President until a 
President shall have qualified; and the Congress may by law provide for 
‘the case wherein neither a President elect nor a Vice President elect shall 
have qualified, declaring who shall then act as President, or the manner in 
‘which one who is to act shall be selected, and such person shall act accord- 
ingly until a President or Vice President shall have qualified. 


“Sec. 4. The Congress may by law provide for the case of the death 
-of any of the persons from whom the House of Representatives may choose 
-a President whenever the right of choice shall have devolved upon them, and 
‘for the case of the death of any of the persons from whom the Senate may 
choose a Vice President whenever the right of choice shall have devolved 
upon them. 


“Sec. 5. Sections 1 and 2 shall take effect on the 15th day of Octo- 
‘ber following the ratification of this article. 


“Sec. 6. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the legislatures of three- 
‘fourths of the several States within seven years from the date of its sub- 
mission,’— be ratified by the General Court?

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


GENERAL 

The close of another year in the history of the Town reminds 
us that we should, as a Board of Selectmen, render a report to the 
Town of our work during the year and our observations in connec- 
tion with it. 

This has: been a year filled with many problems that have taken 
much time to solve. Our meetings are held every Monday evening 
at 7:30 P. M. and they usually last until midnight. Hearings upon 
street acceptances, street alterations, pole locations, gasoline permits, 
and hearing all those who wish to come before the Board take a 
substantial portion of the evening, the balance of which is occupied 
in planning and carrying out the work of the various departments 
which are committed to our charge, and in caring for all the count- 
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less details of the work which is ours. In addition to this, the mem- 
bers of the Board are called upon for help in Town matters all 
during the week. 

The Chairman of the Board has throughout the year spent his 
Saturday mornings at the Town Hall, for the purpose of giving ad- 
vice, assistance, and information relative to Town affairs. 

The Selectmen receive no financial compensation for their ser- 
vices. However, the opportunity of serving the Town and coming 
in contact with its officials and citizens; the broad knowledge of the 
Town and its needs and possibilities; and the privilege of serving 
the citizens, is its own reward. 

The Board cannot help but express its appreciation of the work 
which has been rendered throughout the year by the men who have 
carried on the work of the Town, not only the heads of the various 
departments and the Town officials, but also the personnel of the 
departments. The Town is fortunate in its employees, and a high 
type of service is being rendered. Especially is credit due to the 
members of the various committees of the Town, who render much 
valuable service. 

In view of the times and the needs of the citizens, the Board 
has felt it to be a year in which economy must be strongly preached 
and practiced. Throughout the year we have kept in close contact 
with the various departments in our charge, have carefully super- 
vised all expenditures, eliminating all those except what seemed nec- 
essary under all the circumstances. 

In the preparation of budgets for the new year, we have felt 
it necessary to practice even stricter economy and the budgets sub- 
mitted from our several departments, as revised by us, clearly show 
our intentions. | 

Early in the year we called a meeting of all the heads of the 
various departments for the purpose of stressing the need of economy, 
and to have a friendly discussion about the business of the Town, 
and see how and where savings could be made and economies put 
into practice which might at least in another year have a favorable 
effect on the tax rate. 

We have rigidly adhered to the principle of obtaining several 
bids on purchases and in accepting the low bidder. All purchases 
have been thoroughly investigated to see if merchandise of like value 
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could be obtained at a lower price. A substantial saving has been 
made by obtaining bids from the various gasoline companies to supply 
the Highway, Police, and Fire Departments with gasoline and oil, 
rather than to have the several departments purchase individually, 
as had previously been the case. 

In June it seemed necessary to call a Special Town Meeting at 
which time the Board strongly recommended a cut in wages and 
salaries of the Town employees, which resulted in a vote of the Town 
cutting salaries ten per cent. 

Much time and thought has been given to the matter of un- 
employment. During the early part of the year it seemed necessary 
to have the Highway Department provide work to take care of our 
unemployed. 

The continuation of this method seemed unwise to the Board 
and it made the suggestion to the Unemployment Committee that 
the unemployment problem should be handled as a definite, distinct 
undertaking and not as a part of the regular highway work, and that 
some particular program of work should be delegated as their indi- 
vidual project, and that that be the Waterways. Later, therefore, 
this burden was transferred to the Park Department and the Unem- 
ployment Committee. 

There has been a close cooperation between the Engineering 
Department, the Highway Department, and the Unemployment Com- 
mittee. We have kept in touch with the Park Department and have 
rendered them such advice and help as we could. We feel that 
much credit is due to the Park Department, the Board of Public 
Welfare, and the Unemployment Committee for the very faithful 
and conscientious service they have given to the Town, and feel 
that much good has been accomplished through their work. Not only 
has the self-respect of many of our citizens been saved by the oppor- 
tunity of having work to do, but the Town has undoubtedly re- 
ceived a real and lasting benefit which will become more and more 
noticeable as time goes on. 

During the year over $150,000.00 has been spent for unem- 
ployment relief in Winchester, taking into consideration $48,804.04 
received by the Unemployment Committee on its drive for funds, 
$75,000.00 appropriated by the Town, and at least $25,000.00 of 
the Highway appropriation which was used directly for unemploy- 
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ment. In addition to these, large amounts were spent by the Park 
Department, the Public Welfare Department, and the Department 
of Soldiers’ Relief. 

The Board feels that it and the Town have suffered a definite 
loss in the death on February 17, 1932 of the former Clerk of the 
Selectmen, George S. F. Bartlett. A resolution in his memory has 
been spread upon our records. He had served the Board faithfully 
and efficiently for more than fifteen years, and his work had met 
with universal and genuine approval of every Board of Selectmen 
with whom he worked. 

We were fortunate, however, in securing and appointing as 
the new Clerk, Miss Mabel A. Doherty, who had been associated 
with the late Mr. Bartlett for several years. This choice has proved 
to be a wise one. The position of Clerical Assistant formerly 
occupied by Miss Doherty has now been filled by Miss Mary French. 

This year only two appointments were made to each committee 
of the Selectmen, which change we feel has resulted in greater 
eficiency, has worked out well, and has placed a more individual 
responsibility on the members. 

The Board wishes the Town to know that it is sincerely inter- 
ested in the various suggestions which individual citizens occasionally 
make to the Selectmen and that constructive criticism or advice is 
always welcome. 

The financial credit of the Town is excellent. Our loans have, 
in every case, been placed at a lower rate of interest than the aver- 
age,—our last loan being at the rate of only one per cent per annum. 

The Board feels that in view of the times through which we 
are passing and the opportunities we have had for observation, a 
few suggestions may be in order. 

We suggest that the Town might seriously consider at some 
future time the creation of a Board of Public Works which should 
be the Board of Selectmen, and which Board would have charge 
over the various Public Works Departments, such as the Highway 
Department, Tree Department, Engineering Department, Water and 
Sewer Department, and Park Department. These departments 
would then be consolidated, and a Superintendent of Public Works 
appointed, who would be under the direct authority of the Board. 
It might well be that such a department would operate at a greater 
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degree of efhiciency, savings could be made in purchases by being 
able to purchase in larger quantities, there would be less duplica- 
tion of labor and equipment, and it would be easier to transfer labor 
and equipment from one sub-department to another. This is not a 
matter which we recommend at this time, but it is submitted with 
the hope that thought may be given to it. 

We realize that the problem of taxation is a very serious one. 
Many of our citizens have had their incomes substantially reduced, 
and they naturally expect that the government should accordingly 
reduce its income so that the individual’s expenditures may be less- 
ened. It is difficult, however, to substantially reduce expenditures 
without cutting down the services rendered and the benefits incurred. 
It would be poor economy not to keep our buildings, equipment, and 
roads in good condition. A salary reduction has already been made, 
and economy has been practiced in the various departments. 

Further and substantial savings may be made either by reduc- 
tion of personnel in various departments or by the elimination of 
certain services and benefits to which the Town has become accus- 
tomed, as for example, all night lighting, elimination of certain street 
lights, lessening the power of street lights, the prompt and efficient 
removal of snow and ice, information in the Town Report relative 
to individual assessments of the property owners, supplying the poll 
books free, keeping the library open for a shorter time, reducing the 
number of telephones of employees, and other changes which could 
be made. 

We feel that these matters should, in the majority of instances, 
be settled by the Town at the Town Meeting. The citizens pay the 
bills and they should have an opportunity to do the ordering. We 
hope that if you are interested in reducing local taxation, you will 
take a real interest in the budgets presented and let your wishes be 
known at the Town Meeting. It is up to you to say what amount 
the Town shall spend during the year. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 


The Selectmen act as a Board of Survey in laying out proposed 
new ways, and we have had three public hearings in the past year 
covering the petitions of Blanche C. Warren for a new development 
at the corner of Cambridge Street and Everett Avenue; Flora A. 
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Richardson et als for a street off Forest Street; and Alfred D. Elliott 
for Chesterford Terrace, all of which, after necessary revisions, were 
approved. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


This department has carried on in its usual efficient manner 
under the able leadership of the Town Engineer, James Hinds. His 
report, which is attached to this report, shows the large amount of 
work which the department has done during the past year and what 
real value it has rendered to the Town. 


FINANCE 


1. GENERAL 


The total secured and unsecured indebtedness of the Town on 
December 31, 1932 was $1,165,000, approximately $137,000 below 
the statutory debt limit. The total amount of the maturing indebt- 
edness which will be paid in 1933 is $102,000. On December 31, 
1933, the Town’s indebtedness will be approximately $1,063,000 
and assuming a normal increase in assessed valuation during 1933 
that indebtedness will be approximately $214,000 below the general 
statutory debt limit. 


2. Bonps 


The bonded indebtedness of the Town on January 1, 1932 was 
$1,146,000. Bonds amounting to $113,000 have been issued during 
the year as follows:

LOANS IN ANTICIPATION OF REVENUE 

The Town Treasurer was authorized to borrow in Anticipa- 
tion of Revenue as follows: March 15, 1932, $50,000., awarded to 
Winchester Savings Bank at 5.25%, due November 30, 1932; April 
14, 1932, $200,000, awarded to State Street Trust Company at 
4.07%, due November 14, 1932; May 9, 1932, $200,000, awarded 
to First National Old Colony Corporation at 2.50%, due November 
23, 1932; September 28, 1932, $100,000., awarded to Second Na- 
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tional Bank of Boston at 2.55%, due April 12, 1933; December 1, 
1932, $100,000., awarded to Second National Bank of Boston at 1%, 
due April 12, 1933. 


4. TAXES 
Taxes unpaid January 1, 1933 amounted to $274,487.25 as 
compared with $211,181.75 on January 1, 1932. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


There have been no serious fires during the past year. The 
Department is amply protecting the Town. Through the Mutual 
Aid System in effect between the adjoining towns, additional appa- 
ratus and assistance is always available. 

This department reports the loss of one of its veteran firemen, 
Frank Duffy, who was killed in the performance of his duty on 
November 28, 1932. 


GRADE CROSSING 


Principally because of the depression, no progress was made ia 
1932 toward abolition of the grade crossing at the Center. We are 
convinced that the Boston & Maine Railroad is at present in no 
condition to finance its statutory share of the cost of the project; 
and in the opinion of the Department of Public Utilities, whose con- 
sent is requisite for any grade crossing abolition, no further work of 
this nature on any large scale will be performed within the next 
year or more. 

Four years ago the railroad’s share of abolition costs was re- 
duced from 65% to 50%. On the petition of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad a bill was introduced in the 1932 Legislature which, if 
enacted, would have relieved the railroad of all cost of abolition 
except in cases where it should be held to have been benefited by the 
abolition.—and then except to the extent of such benefit. 

Except to the extent to which the railroad could have been 
shown to have been positively benefited by the abolition, the entire 
50% would have been loaded onto the Commonwealth or the 
County, in which the Town would bear its proportionate share; and 
of course the Town would have had to pay not only its increased 
indirect share of such cost of the abolition of its own crossing, but 
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of all other crossings in the Commonwealth or County respectively. 
The bill contained no provision for payment of that part of the ex- 
pense from which the railroad would thus be relieved. This bill was 
opposed on behalf of the Selectmen before the Committee, and was 
subsequently referred to the next annual session. 

In view of the uncertainty as to when anything can be done, 
the Board is seriously considering the wisdom of recommending the 
return of the balance of this account, which amounts to $13,307.15, 
or a substantial portion thereof to Revenue. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


During the early part of the year this department assisted 
in finding work for the unemployed and substantial expenditures 
were incurred. After this matter had been transferred to the Park 
Department and the Unemployment Committee, the number of em- 
ployees was cut to practically its regular force and the expenses 
were maintained as low as possible. Overtime has been reduced so 
that no expense is incurred for that, with the possible exception of 
real emergency work. 

The program for the coming year is planned on the basis of 
keeping the regular force at work and doing as much work as 
possible with them, not using this department as an unemployment 
agency unless the Town should so decide in its plans for future un- 
employment programs. It is our thought that the unemployment 
matter should be separate and distinct and not be a part of our 
regular highway program. 

This department has cooperated to the fullest extent with the 
unemployment project and has provided some equipment and mater- 
ials for the work. 

As a separate project, entirely apart from the regular work of 
the Highway Department, the Board has petitioned the County 
Commissioners for the laying out of Highland Avenue under Chapter 
90 of the General Laws, whereby the State and County are asked 
to share in the work. The estimated cost will be $65,000.00, of 
which, it is hoped that the State will pay $20,000.00, the County 
$20,000.00, and the Town the remaining $25,000.00. This would 
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mean that our share would then be spent almost entirely for local 
labor. 

We have given serious consideration to the attempt to elimi- 
nate the traffic hazard at Symmes Corner. A largely attended hear- 
ing was held to enable the residents of that section of the Town to 
come before us and make their wishes known, after which plans 
were drawn for a land taking at the corner and a traffic circle in 
the center of the square. Up to the present time, however, we have 
not committed ourselves to any particular plan, not being thoroughly 
satisfied with any submitted, and the expense involved seeming too 
great. We are, however, giving serious attention to the matter and 
we are having the cooperation of the Planning Board. 

In view of the interest taken in this matter, we are setting 
forth the result of the traffic count made at Symmes Corner from 
7 A. M. to 9 P. M. on August 19, 1932:

The traffic situation at the Center, involving a relocation of 
some of the signals and their connection to the railroad gates, and 
the possibility of automatic signals, is being considered and our 
recommendation will be made at a later date. 

In accordance with the suggestion made some time ago by the 
local Chamber of Commerce, we have considered and are consider- 
ing the possibility of opening up for a worth-while and attractive 
development that large area of land which lies between Cambridge 
Street and Ridge Street. The airplane maps which the Town had 
made assist in showing just what possibilities there are in this dis- 
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trict. Approximately one-third of Winchester lies west of Cam- 
bridge Street. We are not suggesting a through way, but that a 
broad avenue, simply for local development of a worthy type, might 
be an unemployment project which would in time result in large 
dividends to the Town. 


LAND TAKING FOR SCHOOLS 


All the outstanding suits and claims against the Town for land 
damages resulting from the taking of land for the addition to the 
High School and for the Junior High School have been settled and 
disposed of, and for an amount within the amount held as reserve 
for these takings, leaving a balance which was turned over to the 
Building Committee. The details of these actions will be found in 
the report of the Town Counsel and other reports. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


We feel that this department is operating at a very high degree 
of efficiency and is a modern and up-to-date department. We have 
in operation two cruising cars patrolling the Town, both equipped 
with radio tuned to the Arlington Police Broadcasting Station. By 
this means we can keep in close contact with all parts of the Town 
and are continually being informed of police news that concerns 
this district. By means of the radio we are obtaining the benefit 
of the Teletype System, as any matter that would concern this 
district is being broadcast over the Arlington station. 

On June 5, 1932 Daniel E. Kelley retired after having faith- 
fully served twenty-five years on the force. No permanent appoint- 
ment has been made as yet to take his place. The vacancy ‘was 
filled temporarilly by two intermittent patrolmen, working alternate 
weeks, and thereafter Daniel I. Reardon continued as a temporary 
intermittent patrolman. His appointment as such will continue until 
April 7, 1933. 


PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATION 


In response to requests by the Board and after conference with 
the officials of the Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway, the com- 
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pany agreed to operate its buses from Highland Avenue and Forest 
Street to the Center for a fare of five cents. This has proved 
beneficial to the residents along that route, and it is hoped that 
this rate can be put in force on other routes. 


SIDEWALKS AND CURBING 
The demand for granolithic sidewalks has not been as great 
this year as in some years past, but in accordance with the requests 
of abutters, they have been put in wherever possible, the owner 
paying 50% of the cost, and the Town paying the balance. Eleven 
granolithic sidewalks have been constructed. 


SNOW AND ICE 


Substantial expenditures are incurred by the Town for the 
removal of snow and ice. Conditions have been kept very satisfac- 
tory and we feel that the money has been well expended. If the 
Town is willing to get along and suffer the inconvenience of not 
having the streets and sidewalks properly cleared and the side hill 
streets sanded, a substantial amount could be saved. That again is 
a matter upon which we feel the Town is entitled to pass. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF 


Many requests have come to us for aid, all of which have been 
carefully and thoroughly investigated and relief given only when 
it seemed absolutely necessary. So far as possible work has been 
provided rather than money paid. Sometimes money is given, and 
in other instances food and fuel orders are given. 

Due to the moving away of Miss Carolyn A. Butters, our 
investigator, we have appointed as our new agent Mr. George W. 
Franklin.

Stowell Road has already been accepted by the Town at a 
Special Town Meeting and the work there has been completed, as 
well as alterations of Hemingway Street and Water Street. 

For safety and convenience we also recommend the alteration 
of the two corners at Winthrop Street and Washington Street and 
at Church Street and Sheffield Road, as well as the rounding of 
the corner at Church Street and Dix Street. 


STREET LIGHTS 


We have installed only six street lights this year, not nearly 
as many as usual. We have tried to conserve this account as much 
as possible. We are having a thorough investigation made as to 
how savings can be made, and are making a careful survey of 
many streets of the Town to see if some of the lights can be omitted 
and still have the streets properly lighted. In certain cases it seems 
advisable to lower the candle power so as to save expense. We are 
obtaining figures as to the cost of eliminating all night lighting so that 
the Town can see if it wishes to economize in that respect. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


Considerable work has been done in improving the system of 
surface drainage which the Town has and keeping it up to date, as 
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will appear from the reports of the Superintendent of Streets and 
the Engineering Department. 


TOWN HALL 


A number of changes have been made in the Town Hall which 
we feel are of great value, and which have cost the Town but little 
money. As a result of the moving of the library to its new building, 
there has been considerable extra space available in the Hall. The 
space where the Library had its offices has now been partitioned off 
and is used by the Board of Assessors and the Town Accountant, 
giving needed space to the Assessors, and the opportunity for a pri- 
vate office. The Town Treasurer’s office has been separated from 
that of the Tax Collector, giving that important position an office 
adequate and equipped for its needs. The Public Welfare Depart- 
ment has been given a room of its own, namely the old General Com- 
mittee Room. The General Committee Room has been transferred 
to the former Children’s Room in the Library, which gives the Fin- 
ance Committee a greatly enlarged space in which to meet, and gives 
the Selectmen an opportunity for a larger hearing room when occa- 
sion requires. 

Considerable painting has been done, and minor alterations and 
repairs made, for which the Town has paid for materials and the 
Unemployment Committee for labor. By that method we have re- 
ceived great value at small expense. 

We have permitted the use of the Town Hall to the young 
people of the Town for recreational facilities. We feel that in allow- 
ing the young people to use the Hall, we are fulfilling a civic need 
which is worth while. It gives an opportunity for basket ball and 
recreation properly supervised. The supervision is at the expense of 
the Unemployment Committee. 

The Revenue obtained from the use of the Town Hall has been 
greater this year than for many years past. The Board has requested 
and obtained a formal opinion of the Town Counsel, who has in- 
formed the Board that it is illegal and that they have no right to 
grant the use of the Town Hall free of charge or at a reduced rate 
to any organization, no matter how benevolent or charitable its pur- 
pose may be, unless it is a public school, a governmental committee 
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or department, or for such public meeting as the Selectmen shall 
determine to be for the general welfare of the Town and to which 
no admission fee in any form is charged.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


. December 31, 1932 

Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the work done by the 
Highway Department for the year ending December 31, 1932. 

From January lst to about June Ist, the work of the Highway 
Department was carried on with the intention of helping the unem- 
ployment situation. About June first, work for the unemployed 
was segregated in the Park Department, and the Highway Depart- 
ment has since carried on with only the regular departmental employ- 
ees. 

The following is a summarization of the appropriations, deduc- 
tions and expenditures of the Highway Department for the year 
1932 :—

By segregating the unemployment work and using only depart- 
mental employees on the highway work, it did not allow us to carry 
out the entire program of street work as contemplated, and fifteen 
thousand ($15,000) dollars was transferred from the Highway De- 
partment accounts to help other appropriations made at the Septem- 
ber Special Town Meeting. 


MAINTENANCE 

The cleaning, patching and surface treatment work has been car- 
ried on as in former years so that our streets generally are in good 
shape. 

The car tracks on Church, a portion of Forest Street, and parts 
of Main Street have been covered over.

SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


GRAVEL SIDEWALKS—Gravel Sidewalks have been constructed 
and repaired in a number of small sections. On account of the 
severe rainstorms during the last year, the amount of repairs has 
been greatly increased, especially on the side-hill streets where new 
gravel sidewalks have been constructed. 

These sidewalks should be reconstructed of a more stable ma- 
terial as soon as conditions warrant. 


EDGESTONES—There have been laid this year 913.00 linear feet 
of straight and circular curbing. In addition, 1029 linear feet of 
straight and circular curbing have been laid at the corners on streets 
accepted or alterations made at the Town Meetings held during the 
past year. 

The H. E. Fletcher Company furnished the curbing for $0.87 
per foot for straight and $1.20 per foot for circular delivered. 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS—There has been constructed this year 
1737.86 square yards of granolithic sidewalks at an average cost of 
$2.21 per square yard. There has also been 268 square yards of 
granolithic sidewalks repaired and 60 square yards of granolithic 
aprons and step stones constructed. 


BITUMINOUS SIDEWALKS & ReEpairs—There has been repaired 
and rebuilt 2136 square yards of wornout sidewalk with an asphalt 
and sand mix. The average cost of this work including necessary 
grading was $0.97 per square yard. The biggest item in this work 
was the resurfacing of the walks in the Winchester Common.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 


December 31, 1932 
To the Board of Selectmen 


Winchester, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 
I submit herewith my report of the Engineering Department 


for the year 1932. A summary of the work under departmental 
headings follows: 


SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT 


New Town Ways 


At the annual town meeting certain streets were accepted and 
adopted as public ways as follows: 


Hillcrest Parkway, a short way which extends easterly from 
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Highland Avenue about 179 feet to “the westerly line of Middlesex 
Fells Reservation. 

Lochwan Street West, which begins at Loring Avenue and 
extends westerly about 400 feet to Hill Street, and 

Winslow Road, which is an extension of Madison Avenue West 


and comes to a dead end at private land about 236 feet from the 
point of beginning. 

At the June town meeting, Stowell Road was accepted as a 
public way. This street connects Everell Road with Main Street 
and is about 906 feet in length. 

At a town meeting held in October, 1931, Allen Road was 
accepted as-a public way. This street connects Pierrepont Road 
with Sherwood Road and is about 1350 feet in length. 

Sherwood Road, which extends from Sargent Road to Ledyard 
Road, and which is about 441 feet long, was also accepted at the 
October, 1931, town meeting. 

These six streets total about 3512 feet in length or about .665 
miles. 

The total mileage of all public ways in Winchester, inclusive 
of State Highway and Parkway, is about 50.665 miles. 

As a routine matter of street acceptances, plans of line and 
grade and estimates of construction costs and street betterments, were 
prepared for hearings held on the question of acceptance of each 
street noted in the foregoing. 


STREET BETTERMENTS 


The streets accepted during the current year were accepted and 
constructed under provisions of law which provide for the assessment 
of betterments on account of street construction. 

In the fall of 1931, Allen Road and Sherwood Road were 
accepted and partially constructed but, as the whole of the construc- 
tion work of these ways could not be completed until 1932, no better- 
ments were levied in 1931. I therefore, include these betterment 
charges in the list of those charges which have been submitted to you 
this year. A summary of the 1932 street betterments is as follows:—

ALTERATIONS OF STREET LINES 


Several alterations of lines of public ways were made this year 
at street intersections where it was very apparent that public con- 
venience would be served and danger of collision materially lessened. 
These are as follows:— 

At the corner of Calumet Road and Fletcher Street, at land 
of Georgia Y. Farnsworth. About 214 sq. ft. of land were taken 
for which $75. were awarded as land damages. 

At Church and Vine Streets at land of the First Congregational 
Society, about 891 sq. ft. of land were taken for which no damages 
were awarded. 

At Cross and Holland Streets at land of John T. Carlson where 
about 239 sq. ft. of land were taken for which $20. was paid as 
land damage. | 

At Forest Street and Highland Avenue at land of Heirs of John 
Fallon where 442 sq. ft. were taken for which $45. was paid as land 
damage. 

At Hemingway and Main Streets at land of Ersilla N. Sylvester 
where 253 sq. ft. were taken for which $25. was awarded as dam- 
ages. 

At Water and Main Streets at land of John F. Cassidy where 
the area taken was 283 sq. ft. while the land damage was $75. 
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At a point in the easterly line of Copley Street a very slight 
alteration was proposed, but it was judged that substantially the 
damage was awarded. 

At High and Arlington Streets at land of Ida W. P. Mills an 
alteration was made, the area taken being 10 sq. ft. for which no 
same result would be reached if the stone walls in place there were 
moved back to the true street lines. This was done. 


MAIN STREET ALTERATION AT SYMMES CORNER 


This alteration as petitioned for in 1930 was decreed by the 
County Commissioners on March 10, 1931, the work to be com- 
pleted by January 1, 1932. The Town was ordered to pay the 
entire expense of the work. It was your opinion that a part of the 
cost of the work should be borne by the County. On your repres- 
entation that the Town should not be required to pay the entire 
cost, the County Commissioners on August 30, 1932 amended their 
decree and agreed to bear one third of the expense of the roadway 
and work incidental thereto, and stipulated that the County’s por- 
tion should not exceed $800. Notwithstanding this agreement, doubt 
arose as to the value of the decreed alteration. A hearing on the 
situation existing at Symmes Corner was held. 

The hearing resulted in a proposal that the Department of 
Public Works of Massachusetts study the matter and report to you 
a solution. A study was made with the result that a recommenda- 
tion was made that a traffic circle of 160 ft. diameter be established 
together with several small “islands” so placed as to divide traffic 
and cause it to move less rapidly. 

I have presented to you a plan which embodies this recommend- 
ation of the Public Works Department. I have also made an esti- 
mate of the cost which will amount to about $15,000. The scheme 
as suggested does not seem to meet with your approval. Effort is 
being made at this time to find a method of improving traffic condi- 
tions at this locus which will be acceptable and inexpensive. 


PROPOSED NEW TOWN WAYS k 


Hearings have been held on proposals to accept as town ways 
Dunham Street, Francis Circuit, Indian Hill Road, Lakeview Ter- 
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race, Lincolnshire Way and Sachem Road. Plans and estimates of 
construction costs and estimated betterments have been made for the 
hearings. 


PROPOSED ALTERATIONS 


Plans and estimates of cost have been made for hearings which 
Sheffield Road, at a corner of Church and Bacon Streets at land of 
M. H. Lombard, at the southeasterly corner of Winthrop and Wash- 
ington Streets, at the angle in the northerly line of Vine Street in 
the rear of Stetson Hall, and at the corner of Dix and Church Streets 
at land of the First Congregational Society. 


PROPOSED RE-CONSTRUCTION OF 
HIGHLAND AVENUE 


You have petitioned the Middlesex County Commissioners, and 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works for State and 
County aid in the reconstruction of Highland Avenue over its entire 
length. If the state and county are of the opinion that this project 
is meritorious, and if the town meeting votes to appropriate money 
for the work which is estimated to cost in total about $65,000, it is 
expected that the State, County and Town will share the expense on 
the basis of about $20,000 each for the State and County, and about 
$25,000 for the Town. 

The Town’s share of the expense is estimated to be $25,000 
because it is doubtful if the Town can perform the work in all par- 
ticulars for the unit prices which would be used if the Town acts 
as contractor in this case. In the opinion of those who have given 
this matter close attention it will be very desirable for the Town 
to act as contractor, since it has been demonstrated by the Public 
Works Department that about one third of the total cost of a road 
building undertaking of this sort is the labor cost, while the remain- 
ing two thirds is represented by materials, trucking, and the operation 
of excavating machinery. 

The labor cost will equal our appropriation. 

There is no doubt but that existing conditions of business and 
employment will extend into 1933 covering, perhaps, the entire year. 
If this appropriation of $25,000. can be made, it is estimated that 
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not less than 50 extra men can be given employment for about 6 
months of the year. 

The net result of the Highland Avenue work, if done, will be 
that the Town will receive about $3 worth of work for $1 expended, 
that about 50 “outside” men will be employed over a period of 6 
months, and that a very important piece of highway work will have 
been accomplished at a price lower, probably, than it can ever be 
done at a later date. It should be borne in mind that if we cannot 
secure State and County aid in the Highland Avenue work, the 
Town must at some time bear the entire expense of the work. 

The expense in this contingency will be in excess of $65,000. 
It would seem to be good business to press for the accomplishment 
of the Highland Avenue job. 


BOARD OF SURVEY LAYOUTS 


Acting as the Board of Survey you have held hearings on and 
given approval to three layouts as follows:— 

A way about 320 feet in length and 20-30 feet in width in land 
of Elliot lying to the north of Chesterford Road West. 

Road “C” in land of Richardson and Hinds, said way extending 
westerly about 340 feet from Forest Street, and 

Lakemoor, a way about 750 feet in length and 22 feet wide, 
in land of Warren at the junction of Everett Avenue with Cam- 
bridge Street. 

A plan of a new way to extend from a point in High Street 
at or near the northerly limit of land of the Winchester Country 
Club to Ridge Street has been prepared for submission to the Board 
of Survey. It is held in abeyance until other plans for development 
of land on the West Side hills can be prepared. 


PERAMBULATION OF TOWN LINES 
On December 1, current, the line between the City of Medford 
and the Town of Winchester was “perambulated” by qualified offic- 
ers of Medford and Winchester. All corner and witness monuments 
were found to be in their proper places and securely fixed in the 
ground, 
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WINCHESTER-WOBURN DIVIDING LINE 

The line between Winchester and Woburn was “run out” in 
the late spring, preparatory to the placing of permanent markers at 
points which could be occupied when occasion requires. The markers 
have not yet been placed. The definition of this town line is a step 
in the direction of permanently marking the boundary lines of Win- 
chester, some of which have been so marked and defined in earlier 
years. 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS CONSTRUCTED IN 1932 


The construction of granolithic sidewalks has been of lesser vol- 
ume than for many years past, the total area being 1737.86 sq. yds. 
These walks have been distributed over the town in Allen Road, 
Calumet Road, Church Street, Cliff Street, Dartmouth Street, Elm 
Street, Foxcroft Road, Highland Avenue, Main Street, Myrtle Street, 
Stowell Road, Washington Street, Wedgemere Avenue and Winslow 
Road.

Schedules of betterments totaling $2219.86 on account of side- 
walk and curbing construction of the current year have been sub- 
mitted to you for committment. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


About 4430 feet of storm water drains varying in size from 8 
in. to 20 in. in diameter were constructed this year, together with 
17 manholes and 23 catch-basins. These are shown in detail as to 
location, sizes, etc. in the report of the Superintendent of Streets. 
Preliminary and record plans of these drains have been made and 
placed on file. 

In my report for 1931, I called attention to defects in that part 
of our drainage system which is tributary to an open waterway 
which extends from a point in Glen Road about 300 feet southerly 
from Church Street, to Upper Mystic Lake. I stated that drainage 
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rights had been acquired by the Town in times past which permitted 
the use of the brook or waterway from Glen Road to Mystic Lake 
as an outlet for the drainage system of the streets of our West Side, 
and that the work of safeguarding the banks of the stream against 
wash by the additional flow from contributing drains had never been 
completed. The necessity for protecting the banks against erosion 
by the added volume of water was recognised by you, and orders 
were given for rip-rapping the banks or otherwise securing them. 

This has been done, and the rip-rap work, as a whole, has stood 
‘the test of the great volume of water which reached the brook as 
the result of the numerous and very heavy downpours of the past 
ssummer. These very heavy and frequent rains caused many com- 
plaints of failure of the drains to carry off the precipitation, more 
particularly in the vicinity of Wedgemere Avenue and other West 
Side streets. There was one instance, also, of the flooding of a 
business building in the Centre. It may fairly be said that these 
drains did not fail last summer or at any other time since their con- 
struction to perform their normal work, but they were unable, for 
short periods of time, during the peak of the downpour, to carry off 
the very excessive load put on them. 

One case in particular has given property owners and your 
Board concern. I refer to the out-fall drain which extends from 
‘Church Street through private land at the corner of Cambridge and 
Church Streets and through other land to the south of the land at 
the junction of these streets, to the culvert under Glen Road. 

This out-fall drain noted in the preceding paragraph is intended 
to receive and dispose of storm water from High Street and a large 
area lying westerly of Cambridge Street. A section of it was con- 
‘structed about 20 years ago and is in good condition, but it is hardly 
adequate for the peak lead which is put on it in excessive rains, and 
it will not be adequate for the ultimate run-off from new streets 
which are now or soon will be laid out in the area west of Cam- 
‘bridge Street. 

The longer section of the out-fall referred to is very ancient, 
is much smaller in dimensions than the newer part, and is consider- 
ably clogged by the wash and debris of almost 70 years. This outlet 
drain serves not only the area already developed between Cambridge 
‘Street and Westland Avenue, but the state highway between Church 
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Street and the summit northerly of Wildwood Street as well. It 
is generally understood that the whole or part of Cambridge Street 
will be reconstructed and altered within a year or two, and that 
suitable and sufficient drainage facilities must be provided for it and 
in it. 

Not only will the future drain in Cambridge Street serve to 
dispose of storm water which will fall within its limits, but it should 
serve as the main drainage outlet for a large drainage area between 
Cambridge Street and the dividing drainage contour west of West- 
land Avenue. If and when this main drain is constructed in Cam- 
bridge Street it should extend from High and Church Streets to 
Mystic Lake near the Winchester Boat Club house. If this drain 
is laid, the old drains in private land at Church and Cambridge 
Streets could and should be abandoned. The expense of constructing 
such a drain from Church Street to Mystic Lake would be consid- 
erable. 

The Public Works Department of Massachusetts has been asked 
to give the matter of constructing the proposed drain consideration 
as to layout and sharing the expense. The reaction to these sug- 
gestions has been favorable to date. A study is being made at this 
time which it is expected will result in definite recommendations. 


RUSSELL BROOK WATER-WAY 


The large size conduit laid last year in substitution for the open 
brook has amply proved its value. The extremely heavy rainfalls 
of August and September did not overtax its capacity. This conduit, 
with other sections to be laid later, will prove the answer to the 
troubles occasioned in the past by this brook. 


MISCELLANEOUS SERVICES FOR SELECTMEN'S 
DEPARTMENT 


Early 6 the year considerable effort was made in preparing for 
and encouraging the completion of plans for the elimination of all 
electric service poles (except light poles )in Washington Street from 
Myrtle Street to Main Street, and in Main Street from the Parkway 
to Fairview Terrace. The Edison Company, as a result of the 
removal of overhead wires and service poles in Main and Washing- 
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ton Streets, would place in substitution therefor, underground con- 
duits from which service wires for domestic use and for street light- 
ing service would be led. 

A plan for underground wiring in the locations above named 
was presented by the Edison Company to the Inspector of Wires 
and the Town Engineer. We approved the plans subject to modi- 
fications which might of necessity be made. The work in Main 
Street, which was to be done in 1932, has not yet been started, but 
the project is still alive and will doubtless be undertaken in the near 
future. No comment is necessary as to its desirability. During a 
part of the year the usual and customary checking of plans for pole 
line extensions or changes was done in conjunction with the Inspector 
of Wires. 

The Town Engineer has carried on for you or your appointees 
various matters having to do with releases of claims for land dam- 
ages, in investigating claims for abatement of betterments, and in 
other respects in matters which are referred to him for investigation, 
report and recommendation. 


PLANNING BOARD 


For this Board we have made numerous plans and suggestions 
in matters pertaining to the alteration of the Zoning map and the 
Zoning layout of the Town. In addition, conferences have been held 
with the Board from time to time on street acceptances, street alter- 
ations, and Board of Survey layouts. 


PARK DEPARTMENT 


The ordinary routine work of taking care of the public plots, 
playfields, and open spaces under the jurisdiction of the Park Depart- 
ment has been carried on by them in regular course. With this, the 
Engineering Department has nothing to do, but we have rendered 
considerable and valuable service in laying out the grounds around 
the Mill Pond in the Centre, in planning the grading of the area 
in the rear of the Town Hall between the Mill Pond and the Public 
Library, and in laying out necessary paths in the area above noted. 

In laying out the new bathing beach and in placing the bath- 
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house in Palmer Field at Wedge Pond we have been of assistance 
to the Park Board. In other work of trueing the playing surface 
of Manchester Field and in laying out a pipe line for water supply 
in this field we have given such service as was requested. We have 
finished the bounding of the Horn Pond Brook taking. We have 
defined the lines of the High Street Forest Reservation so that the 
cutting of useless trees and undergrowth might be done. 

The work of the year for the Park Department has been closely 
‘interwoven with the Unemployment Relief Committee’s operations, 
and the work of the Aberjona River Valley carried on by the Park 
Board since June 13 of this year. 

Reference may be had to the summary of services of the Engin- 
ering Department under the heading “Unemployment Relief Com- 
mittee,” and ‘““Aberjona Waterways Improvement.” 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT 


A very large volume of work has been performed for the Assess- 
‘ing Board during the year. On January 1 the plans and records of 
property for tax assessing purposes were, on the whole, in very good 
and workable condition, all the dwellings and factory properties being 
shown to scale, but garages and other out-buildings were conspicuous, 
generally, by their absence. 3 

In February applications were being made to the Unemploy- 
‘ment Committee for work, not assistance, by men who, through the 
slacking of their regular businesses, were forced to seek work at 
other than their customary occupations. A survey party of 7 of 
these men was organized to locate these garages and out-buildings. 
‘There were about 3000 of them all told. 

After the survey was made under the guidance of the Engin- 
eering Department, the buildings were plotted on record cards for 
reference. The next step was to plot them on the regular assessors’ 
land plans. Still later, another set of cards showing all dwellings, 
garages and other buildings in town was made. On this latter set 
of cards is shown all essential information as to the type of construc- 
tion, size, the purpose for which the buildings are used, etc., etc. 
The record of buildings is most complete and will be of great value 
‘to the assessors. 
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In addition to all this a card catalogue, properly indexed in all 
respects, of all transfers of land from 1890 to date is being made. 
This feature of the work is nearing completion. In all this work. 
as detailed in the foregoing, the extra men serving the Town through: 
the Unemployment Committee have had the guidance of members. 
of our permanent force at the inception of it ,and at other times. 
since February whenever our regular work slackened. 

I trust you will pardon this use of valuable space when I say 
that the extra men I have spoken of have served the Town as faith- 
fully and as well as they would have if they had been regular 
employees and been paid as much as in their customary occupations.. 
I believe the Town has profited heavily through their efforts. 

In addition to all the work I have noted in the preceding para- 
graphs, extensive surveys have been made of land lying to the east: 
of Forest Street and extending to the Stoneham line, and of land 
of Russell and others near the Medford line and in the vicinity of 
Grove Street. 

A plan of the extensive Robinson Estate on Cambridge Street: 
has been added to the files. 

All transfers or changes in land ownership or areas occurring 
during the past year have been noted on the record plans, thereby 
bringing them up to date as of April 1, 1932, the date when abstracts 
are received. 

The Town Atlas of land plans has been corrected and brought 
up to date. 

All plans received from the Registry of Deeds or the Land 
Court have been indexed and their areas and ownership recorded on. 
the record of plans and atlas. 

We are frequently in receipt of favorable comments from offic- 
ials of other towns and cities, all of them larger in area and popu- 
lation than Winchester, on the completeness of the Assessor’s plans. 
and records. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 
The customary service of laying out roads and paths, staking 
lots making plan records of interments on the permanent interment 
file has been performed during the year. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


Locations have been given for and plans made of all renewals 
_of water mains of this year. A complete set of plans of all mains, 
gates, and hydrants is on file as of this date. Exact locations of 
house services of the year have been made. The file of all services 
in town is complete and up to the minute. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


No sewer extensions, with the exception of one very short 
section in Leslie Road, have been made in 1932. New house con- 
nections to the number of 26 have been made. The records of these 
connections have been put in permanent form for future reference. 
It is a source of satisfaction to the Town Engineer and more espec- 
ially to the Chairman of the Water and Sewer Commissioners to 
be able to say that the record of all house connections from 1894 
to date is complete, and in permanent and accessible form. 

The record plans of sewers and sewer assessments, in the form 
which they now take, of the earlier years is gradually being com- 
pleted. 

No sewer betterment schedules have been committed in 1932. 
The total length of common sewers constructed since the intro- 
duction of sewerage in Winchester in 1894 is 42.53 miles, no deduc- 
tion being made for losses through abandonment of certain short 
sections which have been given up as unnecessary to our system. 

The total number of house connections to date is 2870. 


LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


The same sort of service has been given the Town Counsel as 
in previous years in preparing plans for his use in preparation for 
defense of the Town in actions brought against it, in reporting on 
Land Court cases, in securing releases for settlement of damage 
awards in land takings, and in numerous matters which require his 
attention. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


We have rendered services to the Committee on new school 
building construction on occasions when such services have been 
requested. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 151 


For the Waterways Committee plans and studies have been 
made from time to time throughout the years for the information 
and guidance of the Committee in their studies for the improvement 
of the Aberjona River Valley. 

The “Eastern Boundary Line Committee” has proceeded as 
rapidly as possible in its study of the question of enlarging the area 
of Winchester near the Medford line and the Fells Reservation. In 
part through the assistance of this committee, an area of about 13 
acres of land in Medford, which it would seem ought to be added 
to Winchester, has been taken over by the Metropolitan District 
Commission for the Commonwealth, thereby reducing the possibility 
of a less high grade development than this land ought to have, and 
thereby reducing our worries to that extent. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF COMMITTEE 


The Engineering Department was honored late in 1931 by the 
appointment of the Town Engineer to the office of Chairman of 
the Unemployment Relief Committee. The Board of Selectmen 
of 1931 and your Board cheerfully gave consent to his acceptance 
of this position. As a consequence, substantially all of his time from 
mid-November 1931, to mid-April 1932 was taken up by the duties 
of the office. In finding work for the large number of full and part 
time men, the greatest number employed at any time being about 
250, it was necessary for a considerable period of time, to devote 
the services of our entire personnel to keeping the work moving 
smoothly. 

It is needless to dwell on the detailed features of the work 
accomplished by the men on the payroll of the Relief Committee, 
since you are familiar with it, but I believe it will be fitting to give 
here a brief summary of their accomplishments. These are as 
follows :— 

Sidewalks—gravel—grading and constructing about 2 miles in 
streets where there were no well defined walks; 

Leonard Field—reducing to grade a very sizeable high area, 
thereby greatly increasing the play field space of this playground. 
The gravel obtained by the excavation was used in constructing the 
sidewalks noted above, and in filling a large low area in the field; 
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Horn Pond Brook—the banks of this stream over a distance of 
about 600 ft. were reduced to a regular slope and grade, and then. 
rip-rapped, several drains from adjoining land were conducted to the. 
brook, an old dilapidated building on land bordering the stream was. 
demolished, and other minor work incidental to the cleaning-up pro- 
cess of this brook was accomplished with excellent results; 

The Main Street Park at and near Lake Street was regraded: 
in part, the walks along the shore were raised to grade and other 
necessary work was done at this locus; 

The Mill Pond in the Centre was excavated to a depth which, 
permitted the storage of water to a depth of about 4 ft. to 4.5: 
ft., the island was reshaped and regraded, a sizeable cove in the 
easterly part of the pond was reclaimed by filling with material. 
excavated from the pond, and the entire perimeter of the pond and. 
island was rip-rapped with stone given, gratis, by the General. 
Crushed Stone Co.; 

A large cove in the easterly part of the North Reservoir was. 
deepened by excavation, the edges were walled with stone and cer- 
tain areas near the cove were graded and smoothed over with ma~ 
terial from the excavation; 

At Palmer Playground we laid out, graded and exercised gen-: 
eral supervision over the construction of the new bathing beach, the 
placing of the bath-house, and performed other work in our line 
in connection with this play-ground development; 

In Wildwood Cemetery we laid out and graded a road which. 
has been constructed this year. 

For the Assessor’s Department a large volume of work has been. 
turned out under our direction, a summary of which has been noted. 
in another section of this report. 

In Manchester Field and the Junior High School grounds, 
water mains were laid out for the purpose of properly maintaining: 
these areas. 

In numerous other instances much time and effort was spent 
in planning for and supervising the painting and repairing of 8. 
pieces of town property, in grading and beautifying areas at Dix 
Street Pondway and in Arlington Street, and in laying out and: 
regrading areas used for tennis courts in Loring Field. 

In all this work, which involved the expenditure of nearly 
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$50,000. nothing was slighted or glossed over. The results of the 
efforts of the workers are apparent and speak for themselves. The 
Engineering Department was concerned with all of it as to planning 
layout, and supervision. 


ABERJONA RIVER IMPROVEMENTS 

This work has been done under the direction of the Park Com- 
missioners and has been planned, laid out, and supervised by the 
Engineering Department. For convenience in cost accounting the 
work has been divided into three sections numbered 1, 2, and 3. 

Number 1—The area covered in this section comprises park 
holdings lying between the main line and the Woburn branch of 
the Boston and Maine Railroad, and an area in the stream as far 
north as Swanton Street. Because of the position of the stream for 
a distance of about 700 ft. southerly from Swanton Street, it was 
necessary to change its position over the distance as above noted in 
order that adequate facilities might be afforded for approach to the 
public lands, there being no convenient or sufficient way of approach- 
ing these lands without takings of additional land. Accordingly, 
plans were made for the acquisition of the necessary land. Two 
takings were made, the area in one case being about 1760 sq. ft., 
and in the other about 3740 sq. ft. Water rights were taken from 
‘two owners, these rights being cheerfully given without cost to the 
Town. 

It was necessary to secure still more land in order that the end 
sought might be attained. To accomplish this, an area of about 
27280 sq. ft. was given to the Town by the owners, Beggs & Cobb, 
Inc., without charge. The acquisition of these lands and water rights 
provided ample space for the new river bed. The new channel has 
been constructed and the old one filled. A substantial stone dam 
has been constructed at a point about 700 ft. south of Swanton 
Street, the crest of the dam being fixed at elevation 24.5 which is 
2.5 ft. higher than the level of the pond below the dam, and of the 
same level as the Converse Bridge dam. Careful cross sections and 
soundings were made over the entire pond area and areas bordering 
the pond and owned by the Town, totalling about 15 acres. It is 
planned to diminish the area of this pond by filling along its sides, 
leaving a pond area of about 6 to 8 acres. The excavation from the 
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pond and other town land will produce large areas of self-draining 
land, thus doing away with swamp areas which are very unsightly 
and are mosquito breeding. 


Number 2.—This area lies between the Stone Farm, so-called, 
and the Boston and Maine Railroad on the south, Cross Street on 
the north, land of the J. O. Whitten Company and land of Parker 
and Lane Company on the west, and Leonard Field, and land of 
Bryer, land of McLatchy, and land of Parker and Lane Company on 
the east. 3 


The layout, in its main features, for improvement of this area 
has included the excavation of a new river channel about 2300 feet 
in length, the creation of an island in excess of an acre in extent 
and about 450 ft. long and 150 ft. wide in its greatest width, the 
excavation of a pond area about 500 ft. in length, 150 ft. in width, 
and about 4 ft. in depth, and the use of all the excavated material 
for filling to a regular grade and slope adjoining low and marshy 
lands totaling 6 to 8 acres. 


In addition to this two wide paths have been laid out and grav- 
eled, one leading from Washington Street to the pond, and the other 
from Cross Street to the pond. A solid and rugged stone dam has 
been constructed at a point in the river about 250 ft. easterly of the 
B. & M. Railroad, the crest of this dam being at elevation 25.5 or 1 
ft. higher than the dam on Job 1. 


The dam south of Swanton Street will hold the water between 
it and the dam in Job 2 at the elevation at which the water in Mr. 
Parkhurst’s pond north of Swanton Street was intended to be held, 
24.5. The elevation, 25.5 of the dam in Job 2 will hold the water 
in the pond in Job 2 and the pond in Job 3 at an elevation, normally, 
as high as it has been in times past. Very substantial rip-rap has 
been laid on each side of the river for a distance of about 100 ft. 
south of Cross Street. 


The work in Job 2 has been very closely tied with Leonard 
Field, since it has been and is necessary to fit the westerly end of 
this field in its grading and landscaping features to the elevation of 
the shore of the Job 2 pond. Substantially no work has been done 
in the westerly end of Leonard Field except such work as was nec- 
essary to secure suitable filling for paths and roads which it was nec- 
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essary to construct for an economical and proper prosecution of the 
work, and for the purpose set forth in the preceding paragraph. 

It seems hardly necessary to note that, as a consequence of the 
excavation of the new channel, the old one was filled and done away 
with. One very important feature of the work in Job 2 as well as 
in 1 and 3 was that a very large quantity of most excellent top-soil 
was trucked to the Junior High School grounds, to the High School 
area, to Manchester Field, to the Wadleigh School lot and to the 
area in the rear of the Town Hall where it was used for purposes 
for which it was adapted. The value of all this loam would run to 
thousands of dollars. 


Number 3.—The area where this work was carried on lies 
between Cross Street on the south and land of the Catholic Ceme- 
tery and land of J. H. Winn’s Sons on the north, and between land 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad on the west and land bordering 
Brookside Avenue on the east. It extends, also, to Washington 
Street near the bridge over the Aberjona. The work here was of the 
same general character as in Job 2. A new overflow pond about 
850 ft. long and 150 ft. in its greatest width has been excavated to 
a depth of about 4.5 ft., a new channel about 900 ft. in length 
extending from Washington Street westerly to a point west of the 
Winn Sons factory has been excavated and formed, and the old 
channel from Cross Street to Washington Street has been filled with 
the exception of a short section west of Washington Street. 

A stone dam about 900 ft. from Washington Street has been con- 
structed. The crest of this dam is at elevation 27.0, while the level 
of the water at the toe of it is at elevation 25.5. 

Another dam about 75 ft. west of Washington Street was con- 
structed, the crest elevation being at 28.75. This dam is not a per- 
manent one. Its location will be changed when the river east of 
Washington Street is improved, and a new and permanent bridge 
at this street is constructed. In addition, a new and larger channel 
was excavated to carry the flow of the brook which lies, for almost 
its entire length west of the Boston & Maine Railroad, but crosses 
under the railroad in a stone culvert, to the southerly end of the 
No. 3 pond. A very substantial job of rip-rapping was done along 
each side of the river from Cross Street to the end of the above 
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noted pond, as well as at Washington Street. It was necessary to 
lay out the waterway so that it would cross the Metropolitan sewer 
in two places. The work of crossing this sewer was very carefully 
done to avoid the possibility of danger to it. The work of protecting 
this sewer was approved by the sewerage engineer of the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission. 

A wide path has been laid out and constructed from Cross. 
Street to Washington Street, and other paths have been graded in 
an area immediately north of Cross Street. Large areas, 6 to 8 acres 
in extent, have been filled and graded so that they will drain to the 
waterways and pond. A very substantial bridge has been erected 
just north of Cross Street, the plan and supervision of preparation 
of the material in the bridge being the work of Mr. F. C. Alexander, 
while the work of assembling the bridge members was done by car- 
penters employed by the Unemployment Relief Committee. 

The foregoing comprises the main features of Jobs 1, 2 and 3. 
It may safely be said that Job 3 is completed as of this date with 
the exception of smoothing over and seeding the graded areas. 

Job 2 has progressed satisfactorily and is about 9576 completed 
as of today. 

Job 3 is substantially completed from Swanton Street to the 
dam. The excavation of the pond has barely been started, so that 
nothing can be said as to when it will be finished. 

As to plans for these “Jobs” it is a fact that the baste ideas 
advanced by Mr. H. J. Kellaway some years ago for waterways 
improvement have been followed. His plans were, in reality, pictures 
‘of what he thought ought to be done. It has been our job to put 
‘these plans in shape for working purposes, and to fix lines, grades, 
etc., so that the actual improvement work could be done in an 
orderly, systematic, and thorough manner. Survey data was reduced 
to paper by the Engineering Department through the efforts of the 
Assistant Town Engineer, Mr. John F. Sharon and his assistants. 

A very large share of the credit for the carrying out of the 
plans as prepared is due to Mr. Sharon. 

As to supervision, almost the entire responsibility of this fell 
to Mr. Sharon. 

Through ill-health, I was absent from the work for a consid- 
erable time. Since my return to duty in the latter part of July I 
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have had a part in forwarding the work, but have taken no part in 
placing the workers, confining my efforts to looking after features. 
which I thought were more in line with my rightful function, the 
carrying out of the plans as prepared and modified as occasion: 
required, and in seeing that the work was done in a thorough man- 
ner. 

As an officer of many years in the Town’s service I can truly 
say that we, the citizens of Winchester “have builded better than. 
they knew” in all the work of last winter and from June to now. 
The results attained through the money expended will be more and: 
more apparent as time goes on. 

In presenting this report I have tried to confine myself to a. 
bare outline of the work of the year. If I have used too much space 
it is because I have thought I should treat some things accomplished 
or proposed as, for example, Surface Drainage, and Unemployment: 
Relief work, and the Aberjona River Valley work, in a way which 
would cover in not too short form matters which are, in my opinion, 
very important to the Town or promise to be. 

I wish to thank you for your very kind consideration toward. 
me in my period of illness of sevaral months ago.

Three petitions for assessment of damages by a jury for the 
taking of land for the extension of the High School and the con- 
struction of the Junior High School, the petitioners being dissatisfied 
with the awards made by the Selectmen. The Laraway case was 
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settled after partial preparation for trial and the McCarthy case 
after complete preparation and while the case was in order for 
trial. , 

The settlement of damages for the land taken last year for 
schools has perhaps occasioned as much difficulty as the sum of the 
difficulties occasioned by all of the takings previously made in ten 
years. In the Hill case there was a disagreement as to value, the mat- 
ter was amicably settled by a slight increase in the award. In 
the Laraway case, the amount of the award seemed sufficient to 
cover the value of the property taken. Petitioner however, claimed 
damage to his remaining land in that it could not be built upon 
under the building laws if the house should be destroyed. This 
fact was considered and settlement was made accordingly. In Mrs. 
McCarthy’s case the facts were exceptional and peculiar. The or- 
iginal award was probably technically correct but there is no doubt 
that it would have been substantially increased by a jury. A set- 
tlement was finally agreed upon and made for a sum which, al- 
though considerably in excess of the award, was unanimously ap- 
proved by your Board as justified and for the interests of the town 
in all the circumstances. 

Without indicating that any of these petitioners were not sin- 
cerely aggrieved by the awards, I see nothing in the outcome of 
these petitions to give encouragement to persons from whom land 
may be taken hereafter who may seek to profit at the expense of 
the town. On the other hand, our experience in these takings indi- 
cates the desirability of obtaining agreements so far as possible be- 
fore land is taken. Notwithstanding the increases made, it is a sat- 
isfaction to note that because of the saving of trial expense, the 
amount originally estimated by your Board and reserved for the 
land damages was not exceeded and a small balance was made 
available for the Building Committee. 

Edith M. Tutein, Petitioner. Two petitions for abatement of 
betterment assessments for the improvement resulting from the exten- 
sion of Yale Street. In the peculiar circumstances, the 100 per cent 
assessment made for this improvement appeared to your Board ex- 
cessive and on agreement of counsel approved by your Board, the 
assessments were reduced by the Court to one half the original 
amounts. 
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LAND COURT 


Atlantic Gelatine Company, Petitioner (1931).

Petitions for the registration of petitioners’ titles to land. In 
the Gelatine Company case, an appearance and answer had been 
entered on behalf of the town in 1931. The claim was asserted 
that the land was subject to a building line on Forest Street, certain 
rights of flowage from the North Reservoir granted by Elizabeth 
B. Thompson and others in 1901, the right in land now owned by 
petitioner Easterly of Washington Street granted by the Legisla- 
ture in 1787 to Jeduthen Richardson to turn the waters of Richard- 
son’s River out of its natural channel, and such other rights as said 
Richardson acquired in connection with his corn mill, formerly situ- 
ated on land acquired by the town for park purposes on the Wester- 
ly side of Washington Street near the watch hand factory. In No- 
vember last, a decree was entered in which these rights were fully 
recognized and protected. 

In the other cases, appearances and answers were entered set- 
ting up the interests of the town. In the Morey case a decree has. 
been entered recognizing such rights as the town appears to have. 
The Joy case is still pending. 


THOMAS MCKEE’s CASE 


Industrial Accident Board. Claim of dependents of Thomas. 
McKee former employee of the Street Department, based upon 
the allegation that death resulted from an injury sustained in 
the course of employment. The facts, the medical reports, and par- 
ticularly the report of the disinterested physician appointed by the 
Industrial Accident Board indicated an award by the Board for the 
payment of annual compensation to dependents plus medical, hos- 
pital and funeral expenses. Negotiations for settlement resulted 
in a lump sum payment being made including all expenses, approved 
by the Industrial Accident Board, upon a basis which your Board 
was unanimously of the opinion it was for the interests of the town 
to make. 

Eight suits were brought against the town by laborers employed 
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by a sub-contractor on the High School construction. These were 
settled by the principal contractor before entry. 


TRUSTEE PROCESS 

The town was summoned as trustee in thirty actions against 
town employees, in two actions against the Junior High School con- 
tractor and one against the Library Heating contractor. The Treas: 
urer was advised and assisted in all of these cases and answers were 
filed in behalf of the town in those entered and discharges were 
obtained properly discharging the town in those not entered. 


BILLBOARDS 

I attended a hearing before the Department of Public Works 
held July 27th on the question of renewing permits issued to John 
Donnelly & Sons for the erection and maintenance of four bill- 
boards in Winchester. Briefly summarizing the full report made to: 
your Board in the matter, objections had been filed on behalf of the 
Selectmen to the granting of the original permits. I contended 
that all of them had been illegally issued, that there was as much 
error of law in granting them in violation of the regulations of the 
Winchester by-laws as if they had been granted in violation of the 
regulations of the Department of Public Works and the ex- 
press requirements of the statute. After the hearing I conferred. 
with counsel in charge for the Department of the billboard litiga- 
tion now pending, who was not prepared to agree with my conten- 
tion at the time, taking the position that the Department could. 
lawfully issue the permits but that the permits of themselves could. 
could not authorize a violation of our local by-law. 

The practical difficulty is that the billboards are erected and 
any attempt to cause their removal would precipitate the town into 
the so-called billboard suits which consist of some 14 proceedings. 
brought by the billboard companies, raising questions of legality and 
constitutionality, which actions have been consolidated into one and 
are shortly to be argued before the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
with the probability that in the event of an adverse decision they 
will be taken to the Supreme Court of the United States. You have 
concurred in my opinion that it is not wise for the town to become 
involved in these proceedings but to await their result. 

In the meantime efforts to have the Department of Public

Works refuse to issue any permits for the erection of billboards in 
violation of our local by-law should be continued, and I have some 
hope that such efforts may be attended eventually with success. 


LEGISLATION 

The only legislation enacted during the year in which the town 
is directly interested was Chapter 193 of the Acts of 1932 providing 
tenure of office for the Inspector of Buildings and the Inspector 
of Wires. This act became effective May 4th and was accepted by 
the town at the special meeting held June 8th. 


LAND TAKINGS 

Pursuant to the votes of the town the Park Commissioners took 
two parcels of land and rights and easements in two other parcels 
South of Cross Street, also three parcels of land and easements and 
rights in two other parcels South of Swanton Street, all for park pur- 
poses in connection with the improvement of the Aberjona River. I 
prepared the orders of taking, attended to the examination of titles, 
making of settlements and obtaining releases of the town. The 
matter of the taking of land South of Swanton Street is still techni- 
cally unfinished as we are awaiting releases which have not yet been 
obtained, in one case because of death and in another because of 
practical difficulties in having action at a corporation meeting. 

The execution for $238.80 obtained by the City of Boston upon 
judgment entered by agreement of parties for the taking of land at 
Main and Lake Streets for park purposes, was satisfied so that all 
matters in connection with this taking have been disposed of. 

All but two pending claims for damages for the taking of land 
for streets and street alterations were settled, for the most part for 
the amounts awarded, necessary examinations of titles, except in the 
smaller cases, were made and releases were obtained from owners 
and mortgagees. 


LiprAry BUILDING 

The arrangements made in 1931 for the completion of the heat- 
ing and ventilating contract for the public library building upon the 
abandonment of the work by the contractor, were carried to comple- 
tion. The petition for establishment of lien filed by one of the credi- 
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tors in which others joined, was referred to a Master who passed 
upon the claims and upon whose report a final decree was entered; 
the principal claim having been settled by the surety in the bond 
given by the contractor, the unpaid balance due from the town on the 
contract was sufficient to meet the other claims allowed by the Court 
including the charge for my services rendered to the town which the 
Master found were necessary and incidental to the completion of 
the work. This balance was therefore paid out to the various credi- 
tors from whom all necessary releases were obtained, together with 
a release from the contractor, and the matter was closed without 
loss to the town and without cost to the town for the special services 
of the Town Counsel in the matter. 


HicH ScHooL BUILDING CONTRACT 


There were separate contracts for the construction, heating and 
ventilating, electric work and plumbing. It will be recalled that be- 
fore work was fairly started a receiver of the property and assets 
of the principal contractor was appointed and that the receiver let 
the contract to another. The work having been completed, I have 
attended to the making of final settlements with the several con- 
tractors other than the building contractor against whom lien claims 
were filed because of the failure of one of his subcontractors to pay 
his employees. These claims are in process of adjustment and final 
settlement will doubtless be made within the next month. 


Junior HicgH SCHOOL CONTRACT 


The construction of this building is provided for by an entire 
contract for all labor and materials, the performance of which is 
fully guaranteed by a surety company bond. Early in the year the 
Building Committee and the architects received complaints from sub- 
contractors that they were not being paid, and some of them filed 
notices to protect their liens. There was grave danger of discon- 
tinuance of the work by contractors and material men under the 
principal contract and under direct subcontractors with a consequent 
delay in construction. 

The chief difficulty encountered was with subcontractors 
under the heating and ventilating contractor. An arrangement was 
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made by the architects, approved by the Building Committee and as- 
sented to by the bonding company, whereby a substantial portion of 
reserve payments was advanced to the principal contractor to satis- 
fy claimants and keep the work progressing, arrangements were 
made so that the amount advanced could be applied directly to the 
payment of claims due for labor and material furnished and the ar- 
chitects used their utmost endeavors to have claims of subcontrac- 
tors under the heating and ventilating contractor paid. These ef- 
forts failed. On May 4th the United States District Court ap- 
pointed receivers of the property and assets of the heating and ventil- 
ating company and the Building Committee then placed in my hands 
the supervision of all matters relating the application of payments 
and the protection of the interests of the town. 

On May 12th, as a result of a protracted conference with the 
receivers and their counsel, officers of the principal contractor, rep- 
resentatives of the bonding company and the architects, an agree- 
ment was made by all parties in interest whereby the receivers adopt- 
ed the heating and ventilating contract, it was arranged that the 
town might make payments directly to the receivers as the work 
progressed, the percentage of the contract price then retained was 
released to the receivers so that they might have working capital and 
a larger amount then due on the current architects’ certificate was re- 
tained to apply to lien claims. Somewhat complicated adjustments 
of payments then followed, the work progressed, additional lien 
claims in substantial amounts were subsequently filed, a portion of 
the retained amount was paid in satisfaction of one claim, but be- 
cause of the increased amounts of lien claims filed, the remainder 
of the deposit and the entire final payment has been retained, and 
there is now controversy between the receivers on the one hand and 
the bonding company and the town on the other, as to whether a- 
mounts withheld by the town are applicable to pre-receivership liens. 

The amounts and numbers of claims filed on account of the 
principal contract increased greatly. While the contract was not 
formally taken over by the bonding company, it did undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the work should not come to a standstill 
by reason of the non payment of anyone furnishing labor or mater- 
ials and for this purpose to some extent guaranteed accounts and 
advanced funds, for with the economic conditions prevailing in the 
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summer, notwithstanding the excellent rating of the bonding com- 
pany, it did not appear advisable to rely too much upon the security 
of any institution and I therefore refused to approve further dim- 
inution of the security which the town had in the unpaid balance 
of the contract price. 

The work has been substantially completed and final payment 
is in order, but the lien claims filed exceed the amount of balance 
due under the contract, the bonding company is settling some of the 
claims and payments are withheld by the town until the claims shall 
be reduced to a safe margin and the controversy with the heating 
and ventilating contractor adjusted. 


CLAIMS 

Apart from land damage claims resulting from street layouts, 
only two damage claims were made. One was denied and the other 
was settled for $5.00. Our freedom from damage suits resulting 
from defects in ways is attributable to the care and diligence exer- 
cised in the care of the streets. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

In conference with counsel for the Edison Electric Hluminating 
Company of Boston, new forms required under a recent statute were 
prepared in relation to the laying of underground wires on Wash- 
ington Street and Main Street near the Library and school buildings. 

Fourteen deeds were prepared for the Collector releasing land 
taken by the town for unpaid taxes. 

I have prepared a new complete set of forms for use in Board of 
Survey procedure and in the naming, and changing of name of 
streets and ways. 

A comprehensive set of traffic regulations was prepared and sub- 
mitted with explanatory data, for study by your Board. 


As what might be related in reference to the duties of the Town 
Counsel which are not here enumerated would entail a considerable 
repetition of the language of former reports, I merely allude to the 
fact of which you are aware, that the Town Counsel is in close and 
more or less constant touch with all of the departments of the town 
in reference to the numerous matters of law and procedure due 
observance of which tends to prevent annoyance and expense in the 
administration of town affairs. I may also refer to the preparation

for the annual town meeting which requires a substantial amount 
of the time of the Town Counsel in the first quarter of the year, 
and to the special meetings for which, of course, preparation is 
required, and when any controversial matter is to be considered, as 
in the case of the recent decrease of wages, drafts of motions are 
made ready to anticipate any action which can be foreseen. 

I am appreciative of the consideration which your Board has 
shown in its demands upon my time and in so arranging your sched- 
ule of business that my attendance has been seldom required through- 
out your protracted sessions which so frequently extended into the 
early morning hours.

Messages are telephoned by our Desk Officer to the Arlington Police 
Radio Broadcasting Station, whence they are promptly sent out over 
the air to the Winchester cruisers. This arrangement has added 
greatly to the effectiveness of the department and because of the 
speed with which it is possible to act it will undoubtedly continue 
to prove a deterrent to crime in this Town. 


SERVICE 


I wish to acknowledge the cooperation and support of the men 
of the department. Recognizing always the opportunity for improve- 
ment in all directions, I believe that our service has been successful 
to an unusual degree in keeping down crime in our town and in 
ferreting out offenders when crime has occurred. I wish also to 
thank our honorable Board for its courtesy and consideration 
throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1932 
Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: | 

I submit the following report of work done by the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1932. 

The Department responded to 274 calls of which 236 were 
received over the telephone, or reported verbally at the station. 38 
alarms were received from street boxes, and 27 were sounded from 
transmitter box in station. 

In extinguishing fires there was used 24,350 feet of water hose, 
4650 feet of chemical hose, 1271 gallons of chemical, and 1635 feet 
of ladders. The department traveled 1050 miles. 

The manual force at the present time consists of sixteen perma- 
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nent men, including officers and 20 call men. A vacancy exists in 
the permanent force on account of the death of one of the men late 
in the year. 

The apparatus is apparently in good condition, with the excep- 
tion of the Fire Alarm car, and barring accidents should not need 
any great outlay the coming year. 

1000 feet of 114 inch hose was purchased the past year. All 
hose was tested at 200 pounds and eight lengths (400 feet) was 
found defective. 

The fire alarm system is in good working order. There were 
no extension of lines or new boxes added the past year, and none 
are contemplated for the coming year. 

The Central Station should be gone over thoroughly both inside 
and out. The building is badly in need of painting, and the leak 
in the bell tower that has been a source of trouble for some years 
should be repaired. | 

While there are many suggestions that could be made, new 
appliances and equipment that could be purchased that would greatly 
increase the efficiency of the department, I refrain from requesting 
them at this time on account of prevailing conditions.

Gentlemen: 


The work of the Department has steadily increased despite the 
depression. Additional stores have been opened necessitating the 
sealing of more scales and measures and this is reflected in the in- 
creased amount of money collected in fees during the year. A gen- 
eral improvement has been noted in the type of scales used in our 
stores, also more efficient supervision and care is being exercised in 
their operation. 

A. matter which has come to the attention of this Department 
is the sale of wood by pedlers who gain their profit and livelihood 
by short-measuring the public. In one instance, a pedler was ap- 
prehended in this nefarious practice, restitution was made and he 
was driven from the Town. Many other minor infractions were 
discovered.

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RFPOKT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER

Gentlemen: 

Building construction in Winchester during the past year was 
materially less than that for the two preceding years, yet our esti- 
mate costs of all building constructed in 1932 is comparable to that 
of other cities and towns. 

A review of the set-backs of buildings from street lines reveals 
that we are still without complete control under the Building Laws. 

Another complex condition is the construction of houses on 
proposed narrow streets. 

The above are a few of the problems which have been submitted 
to the Building Law Revision Committee for their consideration. 

There is no doubt that when business revives there will be an 
unusual building boom which will rapidly cover our remaining land. 
In the interim we should prepare to meet all conditions which would 
tend to mar or destroy the proper development of the town.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF WIRES 


December 31, 1932 

To the Building Commissioner. 
Dear Sir: 

I wish to submit the following report as Inspector of Wires 
for the year ending December 31, 1932. 

The total number of permits issued to install wiring for all 
purposes was 531. 

These are classified as follows:

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Permits for additional wiring for Motors, Additions to build- 
ings, additional wiring for all purposes—399. A total of 1192 
inspections were made. 109 Permits were issued to the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company to install meters, and turn on cur- 
rent. 

There were fifty-nine communications received from the Board 
of Selectmen during the year, regarding new pole locations, reloca- 
tions etc. Besides reporting on these considerable time was spent 
on locating street lights and other work incident to changing from 
overhead to underground construction in both Main and Washington. 
Streets. 

Perhaps it may be well to mention the fact that the proposed 

underground work will be completed in the Spring of 1933. Al- 
though all preliminary work is completed so that the actual work 
could be started immediately, the uncertainty of the weather condi- 
tions makes it inexpedient to commence operations during this season 
of the year. 
* As is usually the case during times of depression, many indiv- 
iduals are, without the necessary qualifications, either attempting to 
do their own electrical work, or are doing work for others. With 
the illuminated displays of electrical material, and the extensive 
instruction sheets furnished by some of the well known mail order 
concerns, one has little trouble installing electric wiring so that it 
works. How well this wiring is usually installed is best illustrated 
by the lists of fires and accidents published by agencys engaged in 
accident prevention work. It is therefore logical to conclude that 
only by careful inspection of all electric work, and persistently insist- 
ing that permits be secured for additional wiring can a deplorable 
condition hope to be avoided. | 

Several times during the year it became necessary to request 
certain individuals to either remove all wiring which was not prop- 
erly installed, or disconnect it from the source of supply. Consid- 
erable difficulty is usually encountered in accomplishing the purpose 
in work of this nature, and it is my opinion that the Building Laws 
should be amended, so that the Inspector of Wires could have the 
authority which it is generally believed the General Laws intended 
he should be vested with. 

It may be of interest to know that a new type of wiring mater- 
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ial known as the Edison Association Bare Neutral Conductor, is. 
being sponsored by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of 
Boston. This material has not yet been approved by the Under- 
writers Laboratories, and in my opinion presents certain inherent 
hazards to life and property. About all that can be claimed in its 
favor is that the installation cost might be reduced. 

Twice during the year applications were received to install this. 
type of wiring material. In both instances the permits were denied, 
and the decision of the Inspector of Wires was affirmed by the Board 
of Appeal. 

It gives me considerable satisfaction to be able to report that 
the outside lines are in excellent condition. Perhaps this is best 
evidenced by the fact that no report has come to this office of any 
poles having fallen during the year. 

It is very probable that in the future more attention will have 
to be given to keeping the outside construction in good condition. 
The economy programs adopted by some of the public service corp- 
orations, will no doubt if carried to the extreme seriously affect the 
condition of the outside construction. Any poles which are danger- 
ous will have to be replaced, even though the cost of such replace- 
ments might create considerable extra expense, because economy not. 
consistent with safety cannot and will not be tolerated. 

It was no easy task to improve outside conditions to the point 
where to-day this town probably ranks second to none, and it is 
imperative that the conditions existing some years ago be definitely 
established as belonging to the past. 

This report is by no means complete, as only items of major 
importance are considered. A detailed report of all business trans- 
acted would obviously fill several volumes, which would be valueless. 
only to someone interested in this work.

Board of Appeal 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


January, 3211933 


The recent work along the Aberjona River from Washington 
Street southerly has so much improved the appearance of the stream 
and adjacent real estate that it seems advisable to re-examine the zon- 
ing map with a view to changes in zoning in the territory affected 
by this major public improvement. At the present time the land 
along the river valley for the most part is in the industrial district. 
Substantial areas have been recently acquired by the Town and have 
become virtually park land; other areas owned by individuals have 
now become suitable and desirable for residential purposes. We are 
giving the subject study and expect to submit to the Town at the 
annual meeting proposals for changes in zoning to keep pace with 
these improvements by placing in the residence district several parcels 
now in the industrial district. 

Another change in zoning is also contemplated. A section of 
Town in the vicinity of Irving, Florence and Swanton Streets is in 
a so-called semi-residence district, where new buildings may be con- 
‘structed and used not only for residence purposes, but also for bus- 
iness purposes provided the business is confined to the first floor 
and cellar or basement. This contemplates a combination of home 
and store. Experience in other places, as well as in Winchester, 
has demonstrated that this sort of zoning is unsatisfactory and is not 
looked upon with favor by authorities on zoning and planning. In 
our opinion it should not be continued here. It does not afford the 
‘protection to home owners which they deserve. In this neighborhood 
as elsewhere there should be a separation between places of business 
and places of residence to be observed in its future development. 
We intend to submit to the annual meeting a plan of rezoning, plac- 
ing the major part of this section in the general residence district, 
with a reservation of sufficient frontage along Swanton Street for 
the probable business requirements of the neighborhood. 

The problem of traffic at Symmes Corner we have studied in 
‘cooperation with the Selectmen. We opposed the project calling 
simply for a widening of the square by taking land on the east side 
mear Everell Road, believing this would not promote the public 
safety but would rather tend to promote the speed of motorists and 
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increase the hazard of accidents arising from the cross currents of 
travel. At the request of the Selectmen and the Planning Board,. 
the State Department of Public Works, in conjunction with the: 
town engineer, has prepared plans showing a trafhc circle in the 
square. These plans are now under consideration by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

During the year 1932 there was a marked decline in the devel- 
opment of land for residential purposes. There were submitted for 
approval under the Board of Survey Act only three streets; and those 
were intended for the development of relatively small areas,—land. 
of Blanche C. Warren at the corner of Everett Avenue and Cam- 
bridge Street, land of Alfred D. Elliott northerly of Chesterford Road: 
and land of Flora C. Richardson and of James and Mary C. Hinds. 
northerly of Forest Street. The Building Commissioner reports hav- 
ing issued during the year only twenty-one permits for residences. 
This compares with 75 such permits in 1931 and 86 in 1930. And 
the houses built in 1932 were less expensive. The average estimated 
cost of construction of the houses for which permits were issued in. 
1932 was only $7,500., while in 1931 the average was $9000. and 
in 1930, $10,000. The reluctance of land owners to undertake dev- 
elopment projects and the drift toward less expensive construction: 
are of course to be expected at this time. 

Two of the three streets—on land of Warren and land of Elliott 
—approved in 1932 under the Board of Survey Act will not be 
through ways but will terminate in a circle. Other instances of a 
similar type of layout are Lincolnshire Way and Felsdale Close. This. 
plan of development until recent years was unusual because houses 
built on through ways were preferred; but householders now tend’ 
to choose dwellings on streets where the passing of motor vehicles 
is limited to the requirements of the immediate neighborhood. The 
layout of dead-end streets, according to the generally accepted’ 
standards of planning has not been considered orthodox. But we 
do not think through ways should be insisted upon in all cases, 
especially where a continuance of the way is not required for a 
proper development of adjoining property. Having in mind the 
changing conditions brought about by automobiles and the undoubted 
preference of home owners, we have occasionally recommended such 
streets for approval, but as a condition have always urged that the 
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circular area at the terminus of the way be made large enough to 
permit motor vehicles to turn easily after allowing for sidewalks. In 
Some cases an open space for grass and shrubbery is proivded in the 
center of the circle and this of course adds to the attractiveness of 
the layout. 

Some misapprehension appears to exist as to the necessity of 
submitting to the Board of Survey development plans showing new 
streets or ways. The statutes of the Commonwealth provide that no 
person shall open a private way for public use without first sub- 
mitting plans thereof to the Board of Survey for approval, and the 
layout or construction of any way in the territory to which the plans 
relate, except in accordance with the approved plans, is prohibited. 


If a way is opened for travel in violation of these provisions— ~ 

ee neither the city.or: town nor other public authority 
shall place any public sewer, drain, water pipe or light»in, 
or. do. any public construction work of any kind, or make 
repairs, ON SUCH Private WAY. 


It is further provided that the registers of deeds shall not record 
any plan showing thereon any proposed way in any town having 
a Board of Survey, unless there is endorsed thereon a certificate of 
the Board that the legal requirements. have been complied with. 
These provisions are found in the General Laws, Chapter 41, :sec- 
tions 74 et seq. 

Mr. Maurice C. Tompkins was Pereinted by this Board as its 
member to serve on the Committee on Revision of Building Laws, 
established by vote of the Town at the last annual meeting. 

During 1932 as usual, this Board has been represented at num- 
erous hearings before the Selectmen and Board of Appeal on sub- 
jects related to zoning and planning.

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REPORT OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Many changes and improvements have occurred in the Park and. 
Playground system this past year. This has been brought about by 
the labor furnished with the men employed by the Unemployment. 
Relief Committee and through funds appropriated by the Town for 
unemployment relief. 


The Mill Pond near the Town Hall was dredged to an average: 
depth of four feet and the entire shore riprapped. Horn Pond. 
Brook from the easterly line of the Town Stable to Lake Street was 
re-located, dredged and riprapped. Palmer Street Beach was con~ 
structed and sanded and the portable school was removed from the: 
Wadleigh School grounds and erected at the beach. This has been. 
divided into four separate rooms with lockers in each room. 

The hill at Leonard Field was removed and the material used. 
to fill and re-grade the low areas near the field. This has increased’ 
the playing area at least three times its former size, as well as adding: 
greatly to the beauty of the field. 

A six-inch water main was laid from Waterfield Road into: 
Manchester Field for a distance of about 600 ft. The football area 
was re-loamed, plowed and seeded. 

The report of the work on the waterways, which was done: 
through unemployment money appropriated by the Town, follows: 


WATERWAYS IMPROVEMENT ABERJONA 
RIVER 


Appropriations No. 1 and No. 2 


The first Town Meeting called to consider the relief of Unem~ 
ployment in Winchester was convened on June 8th. At that time 
the sum of $25,000.00 was appropriated to be expended under the 
direction of the Park Commission in improving the valley of the 
Aberjona River. It was also voted that the money appropriated 
at the previous March Town Meeting, $10,000.00, to be expended 
under the direction of the Park Commission in improving the area. 
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between Cross and Washington Streets, should be used for unem- 
ployment relief. Thus $35,000.00 was made available for this pur- 
pose. 

Work was started on June 13th and the above appropriations 
took care of the situation until early in September. A second Town 
Meeting was called on September 8th, at which time an additional 
$40,000.00 was voted to carry along the work for the balance of 
the year. 


Through the method used in Winchester, not only are the: 
unemployed put to work, but the Town will be greatly benefited. 
by the resulting effects and will have an asset that will increase in. 
value during the years to come. In place of swamp lands and mos- 
quito-breeding marshes, there will be attractive self-draining park 
lands, with ponds that will be suitable for bathing and canoeing in. 
summer and skating in winter. 


For the purpose of description this improvement of the Aber- 
jona River valley may be divided into three jobs, as follows: 


Jos No. 1. South of the Swanton St. bridge, at the rear of 
Beggs & Cobb. Seven hundred feet of new channel were dug. In 
doing this 3300 cubic yards of earth were removed. The old channel 
was filled in and over 20,000 square feet of swamp area brought 
up to grade, top-soiled and seeded. A very substantial dam was: 
constructed at the lower end of the new channel in order to main- 
tain a proper depth of water in the pond above the Swanton St. 
bridge. 


Jos No. 2. At the rear of Leonard Field. When work started 
here there was just a big swamp with the river channel, partly filled 
in places, winding through it. The channel was straightened and 
widened from the B. & M. Railroad tracks north to the Cross St. 
bridge, a distance of 2300 feet. 5000 cubic yards of earth were 
removed in this operation. A pond was excavated, over 8,000 cubic 
yards of earth being taken out.. Part of this earth was used in the 
making of an island with an area of 46,000 square feet. Over 
300,000 sq. ft. of swamp land was thus reclaimed. In digging out 
the channel it was found both practical and economical to use a 
power shovel. In order to do it by hand labor, because of the depth 
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of water, it would have been necessary to build temporary dams, 
divert the river and keep the space where men would be working 
pumped out. The cost of this would have been prohibitive. The 
steep bank at the rear of Leonard Field was graded so as to give 
a gradual slope to the shores of the new pond. Top soil from the 
swamp was placed on this area. Gravel from the bank on Leonard 
Field was used to fill in the swamp below. The removal of this 
gravel bank added 45,000 sq. ft. to the playing surface of Leonard 
Field. A second dam was built near the railroad tracks. This 
insures proper depth of water in the pond above mentioned and in 
another pond north of the Cross St. bridge. A gravel path 8 ft. 
wide and 800 ft. long was built along the Leonard Field side of the 
pond and river, leading to Cross Street. 


Jon No. 3. Between Cross and .Washington. Streets... The 
power shovel was used to excavate a pond just north of Cross Street. 
In addition 900 ft. of new channel was dug by hand labor. In all, 
over 20,000 cubic yards of earth were.removed. Part of this earth 
was used to fill in the old channel: and the remainder to- bring the 
swamp land up to grade so as:to be self-draining. -That:part of the: 
swamp adjoining Cross St. has been transformed into an attractive 
park, with gravel walks and’space for future flower gardens. In 
the accomplishment of this part of the project some 280,000 square 
feet of swamp area were reclaimed. A gravel path, 8 ft. wide and 
2300 ft. long, was built along the shores of the pond and river from 
Cross St. to Washington St. Two dams were constructed, one just 
above the pond near the Watch Hand factory and the other at 
‘Washington St. 


The top soil in the swamp lands was found to be of excellent 
quality. Enough of this was salvaged to provide surfacing for the 
Junior High School grounds, the grounds of the new High School 
addition, the football field on Manchester Field and the Wadleigh 
School grounds. Thus a considerable sum was saved to the Town 
as otherwise it would have been necessary to purchase a great quan- 
tity of loam. 

The Park Commission is indebted to the General Crushed Stone 
Company for the rock used in the construction of all four dams. In 
addition they furnished sufficient stone for 7750 sq. ft of riprap, 
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which was placed on the banks of the stream both above and below 
Cross St. bridge; below the Swanton St. bridge and below the Wash- 
ington St. bridge. This will furnish excellent protection to these 
bridges in flood seasons. 

Shortly after the work started there were 275 men on the pay- 
rolls, but these included non-citizens who were discharged the latter 
part of June, owing to the State laws prohibiting their employment 
on public work. Since that time the number of men given employ- 
ment has averaged about 215. The time given each man has varied. 
from one to five days a week, depending upon the needs of the 
worker and his family, after certification by the Public Welfare 
Board or the Board of Selectmen. 

Although these appropriations were expended under the direc- 
tion of the Park Commission, the work was executed in conjunction 
with the Engineering Department under personal supervision of Mr. 
James Hinds and Mr. John Sharon. The Park Commission is also: 
appreciative of the complete cooperation given by the various Town 
Departments, particularly the Highway Department and the Water 
Department, in the accomplishment of this work.

THE TREE WARDEN 


During July and August of 1932 elm beetles seriously dam- 
aged nearly every elm tree in this section of the country. As many 
of the trees are of large size it is a difficult task to thoroughly spray 
the under side of the leaves, the only place where the slugs feed. 
It is also difficult to spray without troubling automobile drivers who 
dash into danger while the work is going on. 

All public elms were sprayed twice, as were many private trees. 

No Brown Tail Webs were found, as compared with about one 
hundred destroyed in 1931. 

Gypsy Moths were found in scattered localities and the egg 
‘clusters creosoted. 

Tent Caterpillars appeared in large numbers on wild cherry 
trees and on some apple trees. Several days were spent in killing 
them with creosote. Fall web worms have been increasing the 
numbers for several seasons. As they frequently appear on large 
trees they are unsightly and require many days work in cutting them 
‘off. 

During the growing season we cut low branches overhanging 
the sidewalks and also many limbs which interfered with street lights. 

Twenty three public trees were cut during the year and about 
the same number on private estates. 

One hundred Norway maples were planted in the Spring. 

The trees of the town are generally in excellent condition.

WATER IN THE RESERVOIRS 

“As a result of the heavy rains, the Reservoirs are very full for 
this time of year. On December 31, 1932 the North Reservoir was 
full. The South Reservoir was 1.45 ft. below high water mark. 
The Middle Reservoir was .5ft. below high water mark. The Res- 
ervoirs will undoubtedly overflow in 1933. 


FORESTRY WORK 

A great deal of work has been done this year on the water- 
shed of the Reservoir. About two-thirds of the brush has been cut 
and burned. The remaining hardwood trees are being given a prun- 
ing so that the sunlight will reach the small pines. The entire 
pine tree plantation has been gone over for the weevil and blister 
rust. The Welfare Department has furnished us with extra labor 
which has been very helpful.

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REPORT OF THE WATERWAYS 
IMPROVEMENT COMMITTEE 


The progress made during 1932 in improving the waterways 
of Winchester has been little short of phenomenal. The unprece- 
dented supply of labor temporarily released from employment in 
other fields, and made available for public works in Winchester by 
the substantial appropriations of the town and the generous sub- 
scriptions of its citizens, found ready to its hand along our water- 
ways a unique opportunity for improvements of large scope and 
permanent usefulness. 

Through the joint efforts of the Park Board and the Unem- 
ployment Relief Committee, following the admirable example re- 
cently afforded by Mr. Lewis Parkhurst, this opportunity has been 
so embraced as to effect a transformation of the landscape of Win- 
chester, to an extent which probably has but few precedents in the 
entire history of the town. The completeness of this transformation 
can be fully appreciated only by those comparatively few citizens 
who have been familiar with the course of the Aberjona River from 
the Mill Pond northerly to Washington Street near the Woburn 
line. Until recently such familiarity bred nothing but contempt. 
Now, however, great areas of mosquito swamp have been reclaimed, 
the stream bed has been cleared and along some reaches has been 
entirely altered, ponds have been formed, and there has been com- 
pleted much of the basic work on which through the coming years 
Mother Nature, under the beneficent guidance and restraint of the 
Winchester Park Board, will doubtless work one of the wonders 
of our locality. 

Many of the details of the work so far accomplished are to be 
found in the current report of that Board. The scope and value of 
this work, however, are measurable not in terms of square yards 
of soil removed, but rather in the elimination of acres of infested 
marshes, the reclamation of broad stretches of pleasant lands along 
our river, the restoration of conditions of health and beauty to 
certain areas near the center of our town where for many years such 
conditions had been strangers; and in no small measure, the increase 
of our local self-respect. 
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Much still remains to be done. But the current year will 
doubtless see a large portion of it accomplished. Probably the entire 
1933 season will be used in reclaiming one of the worst sections of 
all,—immediately westerly of the New Hampshire Division of the 
railroad. This will leave unfinished little else than Black Ball Pond, 
and the area northeasterly from Washington Street to the Woburn 
line. 

Under these circumstances, the estimated expense of the work 
to be done this year, and consequently the appropriation to be recom- 
mended, depend not on what ordinarily would be desired for one 
year’s reasonable progress in the waterway development as such, but 
rather on considerations affecting the extent of unemployment and 
the supply of labor thereby made available. No definite appropria- 
tion for labor therefore will be recommended by this Committee. 

We hope, however, to be able to present recommendations to 
the Town for its acquisition of other tracts along those portions of 
the river not yet reclaimed; so that, as on similar tracts acquired in 
accordance with our recommendations in 1932, this work may be 
prosecuted without interruption, toward an early conclusion.

Waterways Improvement Committee 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WELFARE 


July 1st, the Board of Public Welfare had an unexpended bal- 
ance of $8,102.71, and it appeared that we would keep within our 
appropriation; but July 16th the non-citizens were obliged to come to: 
our Department. 

Grocery orders were given to these men according to their needs 
and they were required to reimburse the town by working one, two 
and three days, in the different town Departments at the rate of 
$3.00 per day. It was expected that during the remaining days of 
the week they would look for jobs. 

The Park, Water and Sewer Department, Cemetery, Highway 
and Health Departments were very co-operative and willing to fur- 
nish work. Soon other problems arose, some families faced eviction, 
medical aid was needed, clothing and fuel were necessary and more 
work had to be given. Forty-five of these non-citizens were given

heeOR)T “BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Fourteen elderly persons are being aided under the Old Age 
Assistance Act, which became effective July 1, 1931. 

To be eligible, applicants shall not only be needy, but must also 
prove twenty years consecutive residence in Massachusetts, must es- 
tablish by definite proof that they are seventy years old, and must 
prove citizenship. In addition, the Board has strictly enforced the 
regulation which rejects applications for assistance by persons who 
have children able to contribute to their support. 

The maximum weekly aid has been $8.00. Smaller amounts 
have been granted to applicants who have their home with relatives 
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or friends, and who are not confronted by the problems of meeting 
rent and other household necessities. 

Other cities and towns have notified our Board of four cases 
where they are aiding elderly persons whose settlement is in Win- 
chester.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF 
MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTEN- 
SION SERVICE 


Following is a report of the work of the Middlesex County 
Extension Service as it was developed during the year in 
Winchester. 

In agriculture a few requests were received for help with indiv- 
idual problems, and farm visits were made. 

Two groups including 56 homemakers carried the series of 
meetings on improving kitchens and dining rooms, in order to make 
them more convenient and step-saving for the homemaker, 165 im- 
provements were made in these homes and these homemakers passed 
on information to 87 others who could not attend the meetings. 

This fall the groups are continuing in a program on low cost 
meals, emphasizing feeding the families on reduced incomes so as 
to maintain the health standards and make the foods attractive and 
nourishing. 

One group last year was enrolled in a program of child guid- 
ance and 35 homemakers report 161 changes in methods of guiding 
their children. They shared with 71 other homemakers who could 
not attend the meetings the information they received. 

The home demonstration agent met with a group of 17 home- 
makers for a discussion of child guidance. The home demonstration 
agent also met with the American Home Section of the Fortnightly 
Club at their annual meeting and gave a talk on planning the home- 
maker’s time schedule. 

There were 62 boys and girls enrolled in 4-H Club work, in 
gardening, and canning. The garden club was under the supervision 
of Charles Eshback, assisted by Kenneth Benson. The canning club 
was under the leadership of Miss Gladys Niven. Both clubs had 
window displays of their products in the window of the Duncan 
Hardware Store. Garden Club members won prizes on their pro- 
ducts at the Massachusetts Horticultural Society exhibit in Boston, 
and at the Acton Fair. Several club members took part in state-wide

vegetable judging contests held at the Brockton Fair and at the State 
College in Amherst. 

A two-day trip to the State College, which will take place in 
July 1933, was awarded to Catherine Gallello, a third-year canning 
club member, on her excellent work in this project. 

Kenneth Benson’s achievement in the canning club won for him 
the honor of having his story and picture on the front page of one 
of the Boston newspapers. He competed with 33 girls in a state- 
wide canning contest where each contestant had to exhibit their pro- 
ducts, pass an oral examination, and judge canning. His final score 
was the highest of any of the contestants, and his award is a $50 
scholarship. This contest was conducted by Professor W. R. Cole, 
canning specialist of the Massachusetts State College, and was spon- 
sored by one of the glass manufacturing companies. Kenneth was. 
also a prize winner in a national canning exhibit held in Chicago.

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REPORT OF INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASS., 
FORD THEY EARRIG32 


In accordance with the vote of the Town in March, 1927, the 
Insurance Committee for 1932 was organized as follows: George S. 
Tompkins (Appointed by the Town Moderator), Chairman; Harrie 
Y. Nutter (Town Treasurer), Secretary; William E. Ramsdell, rep- 
resenting the Town Board of Selectmen. 

Owing to the construction and furnishing of the new Main 
Street School and the addition to the High School, the fire insurance 
on the Town property schedule was increased, the total amount now 
in force being $1,881,240. Of this aomunt $935,750 or approxi- 
mately one-half (as requested by the Town at its Annual Meeting 
in 1931) is carried by Mutual Companies. During the year, 1933, 
$650,750 will expire and need to be renewed. 

The Committee has also placed public liability, property dam- 
age, fire and theft insurance covering such automobiles and trucks 
owned by the Town, that are performing other than what are known 
as “governmental functions.” This insurance is placed in Mutual 
Companies. 

There is also in force insurance covering the boilers in all public 
buildings, public liability covering the Town Hall, and sprinkler 
leakage covering the High School and the Lake Street Work Shop of 
the Water and Sewer Board. Excepting the boiler insurance on the 
Town Hall and the Sprinkler Leakage on the Lake Street property, 
it will be necessary to renew all of these in 1933.

REPORT OF THE WINCHESTER BOARD OF HEALTH 
Pere tiee Y PAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1932 


Your Board has carried out a careful but vigorous program in 
accordance with its duty to protect the general health of the Town. 

In the matter of contagious diseases, the $5,000 appropriated 
at the Annual Town Meeting was supplemented by $2,100 later 
in the year, from which total of $7,100 there has been expended 
$6,929.49. This figure should be contrasted with $5,734.41 in 1931, 
and $1,052.72 in 1930, and is occasioned largely by the expenses 
of tuberculosis patients in various hospitals whose bills had previously 
been assumed direct by the Town without reference to your Board’s 
budget for contagious diseases. 


DUMPS 


Excellent progress is being made at Black Ball Pond, the amount 
of waste material having been sufficient to fill a substantial area. 
Fences have been erected to prevent the blowing of refuse upon 
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neighboring properties and every care exercised to handle incoming 
material in a neat and efficient manner. During the year the con- 
stant picking over of the dump by large numbers of children and 
others threatened to create a serious problem, to take care of which 
the man in charge was appointed a special policeman by the Board 
of Selectmen, with resulting and quite complete improvement in 
this situation. 

Another dump off North Main Street serves to take care of 
old automobiles and bulky articles not suitable for Black Ball Pond 
filling and receives the same careful attention as the latter location. 

Certain areas where unauthorized dumping has taken place have 
been cleaned up, signs have been posted and on the whole the prob- 
lem of disposition of refuse appears to be well in hand. 


POLLUTION OF THE ABERJONA RIVER 


As far as your Board can ascertain, two sources of contamina- 
tion remain—the Gelatine Plant just north of the Winchester line 
and a Tannery in Woburn at some distance from the sewer lines. 
Sewage as such no longer pollutes the stream. In connection with 
the Waterways program your Board believes the Gelatine Plant situa- 
tion will be adequately cared for. As to the Tannery, the State 
Board of Health, backed up by the Attorney General, have stated 
to the City of Woburn that a connecting sewer must be built. Your 
Board is informed that an appropriation for this sewer will be sought 
by the Mayor of Woburn early in 1933. 


GENERAL 


Your Board desires to call attention to the fact that in the 
course of this year’s activities it has been the recipient of certain 
moneys which are turned into the general revenue of the Town. 
These include approximately $1,000 from the sale of garbage, $155 
from the dental clinic and $75 from stable and ash licenses. 

Attached hereto are detailed reports from the Health Officer, 
Public Health Nurse, Dentist, Stable Inspector and Sanitary Inspec- 
tor, all of whom have served the Town faithfully and efficiently and 
whose reports are recommended to the attention of everyone inter- 
ested in the health of the community.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 

To the Board of Health, 
Winchester, Mass. : 
Gentlemen: MILK 

The milk supply has been regularly checked during the past year 
and the quality of the milk has been found good. Inspections of 
dealers’ milk plants and pasteurizing equipment have been made as 
in previous years and a high standard of cleanliness has been noted. 

Ina few cases, tests of the milk samples have shown an excessive 
bacterial count. This is often due to “Thermophiles,” a bacteria 
which grows at and above the pasteurizing temperature. Bacteriol- 
ogists are of the opinion that while the presence of bacteria in milk 
is not injurious to health, it is an indication of the laxity of the 
dealer in the cleaning and sterilization of utensils used in milk pro- 
cessing. We therefore come to the conclusion that it is important 
to count them since this information aids the Public and the In- 
spector in obtaining clean, wholesome conditions at the plants. 

An examination of the appended milk chart will show a quality 
milk, high in both fats and solids, and well above the State standards. 

Not only is our entire milk supply pasteurized but there is a 
high standard of cleanliness and a careful handling of milk at the 
various plants. Due to these conditions, there has not been a case 
of contagious disease directly attributable to milk. Many people are 
erroneously of the opinion that disease-producing organism can sur- 
vive proper pasteurization. This is not so as has been conclusively 
proven by careful tests and experimentation made by the highest 
authorities. 

On the whole, conditions at the milk plants show a consistent 
improvement each year.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


OF THE 
WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Winchester Public Library has finished its first full year 
in its new building, and in the Trustees’ opinion it has been a most 
happy year for the library. 


The library building has fulfilled the fondest expectations of 
its friends. The arrangements for the handling and displaying of 
books have enabled the library to render maximum service to readers 
with a smaller staff. The heating and ventilating equipment have 
been efficient and under the skilful handling of our custodian, Mr. 
Robert Eason, has been surprisingly economical to operate. 


The lighting has been adequate, and after necessary adjustments, 
thanks to its ingenious reflector devices, has been pleasing to readers. 
Of course lighting and fuel have, after salaries and books been the 
chief items of expense. 


Perhaps no feature of the building has excited more favorable 
comment than the Art Gallery. Through the efforts of our Art 
Committee, Messrs. Gerrit A. Beneker, H. Dudley Murphy, Otis 
Philbrick and W. H. W. Bicknell, a Winchester Art Association 
was formed which has taken over the arrangement for exhibitions of 
pictures. Marcus B. May, Esquire, is president of the association 
and, through his efforts and those of his associates, exhibitions of 
the paintings of Messrs. Beneker, Murphy and Philbrick have been 
held and also an exhibition of the etchings of Mr. Bicknell, which 
represented the work of that distinguished etcher covering a period 
of forty years. At the present time our own paintings, representing 
the work of many Winchester artists, are on the wall, and will 
remain for several months at least, before being displaced by other 
exhibitions. This room was also designed for an auditorium, in which 
lectures on literature, history and other subjects connected with the 
intellectual life of the town, will be given when financial conditions 
permit. 
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The unassigned room has been of civic service to the town, and 
its use will gradually become more closely allied with the library,— 
witness the educational meetings to be held there during the next 
four months under the auspices of the Winchester Woman's College 
Club to study interior decorating and architecture. 


It also begins to look as if the room now occupied by the Win- 
chester Historical Society would have more use, because in cooper- 
ating with the plan of the Unemployment Relief Committee to have 
papers, documents, etc. referring to the history of Wéinchester 
indexed, collated and classified, the Trustees have arranged to have 
most of the work done in the library under the supervision of the 
present head of the Winchester Historical Society, Miss Cora A. 
Quimby. 

Our readers have naturally enjoyed the library much more than 
ever before. The large number of magazines added have proven 
a wise expenditure, and the books have been in greater demand than 
ever. The magazine room for boys has been one of the busiest 
departments of the library, and additional space is needed for it. 


Much effort has been made to encourage the reading of standard 
works of literature, both in the attractive displays so consistently 
made by our librarian, Miss Quimby, aided by bulletins on the finest 
authors, including Dickens, Jane Austen, Trollope, and others. In 
this connection our thanks are due Miss L. J. Sanderson for her 
help in preparing more than her share of the bulletins. 


In view of the foregoing, it is not surprising that the circulation 
of the library has increased 28% over last year from 84,145 in 1931 
to 107,518 in 1932. 


The Trustees have tried to fill out standard sets by purchasing 
well printed books that are easy to read and handle. The gift of 
over four hundred books from the Pattee Estate was most welcome, 
and the Trusttees hope will be a precedent for many such gifts by 
our townspeople. 


Attention is called to the interesting report of our librarian, 
Miss Cora A. Quimby; also, to the large number of contributors of 
books and magazines. The Trustees wish to express their hearty 
thanks for the gifts and for the thoughtfulness and consideration 
which prompted them. 
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The Children’s Department, under Mrs. Lloyd, has been effic- 
iently carried on. Here, too, as in the main library, the circulation 
has increased, showing that having the Children’s Library closed 
evenings has apparently not detracted from its use. 

The Trustees wish to express their appreciation of the devoted 
work rendered by the staff, including the custodian. 

In closing, the Trustees are happy to think that the library is 
becoming more and more the cultural center of Winchester, and 
would emphasize their desire to have it render maximum service. In 
this connection they would mention that if at any time the towns- 
people wish the library to obtain books which they desire to read 
and which fulfill the library’s requirements, steps will be taken to 
carry out the requests with all possible despatch. 

In connection with the summary of the library’s financial opera- 
tions, attention is called to the fines received in 1932 on overtime 
books totalling $307.06. 

Never have the Trustees felt more appreciative of the generous 
bequests made to the library than this year, when after the 1932 
appropriation was reduced, they still were able to supply books by 
using the income from the money so bequeathed. 

Wishing to cooperate with the Town’s endeavor to economize, 
the trustees have asked for an appropriation for 1933 of $10,983. 
as compared with the appropriation made in 1932 of $12,600 later 
reduced to $12,442.50. 

The terms of Mr. George H. Eustis and Mrs. Jennie C. Gates 
expire in March 1933.

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FINAL REPORT OF THE 
LIBRARY BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the time of the Committee’s report a year ago a few bills 
previously contracted still remained to come in. At the same time 
there remained also a number of small but important matters which 
still had to be dealt with by the Committee — matters which the 
Committee had intentionally postponed dealing with until after the 
library could be operated and one or another solution subjected to 
the test of actual fact. From time to time during the year past, 
therefore, such items as the following have been dealt with: the 
lettering on the doors, the purchase of a machine to polish the rubber 
tile floors, of rubber matting for certain corridors, and of a power 
lawn-mower to cut the grass on the library’s approximately two 
acres of lawn, the grading of the slope down to the pond, the final 
surfacing of certain of the walks, etc. Certain pieces of furniture 
have been procured after the Committee was thoroughly satisfied by 
the operation of the library over nearly a year that these purchases 
were advisable. 

The Committee now considers that its work of building and 
equipping the library is finished and it requests that it be discharged.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 1932 


The year 1932 has been a difficult one for the schools, as it has 
been for everyone. The work of enlarging the High School made 
it necessary to close the gymnasium and assembly hall on April 1, 
and thereafter for the remainder of the school year all activities were 
carried on under difficulties. The reorganization of the Junior High 
and High Schools has imposed additional burdens both on the prin- 
cipals of these schools and on the Superintendent. In addition, the 
Superintendent devoted a great deal of his time and efforts even at 
the sacrifice of his much needed vacation, to the work incident to 
providing the equipment for the new buildings. The Committee 
takes this opportunity to express to the Superintendent its apprecia- 
tion for his unfailing cooperation. 

Both the Junior High School and the enlarged High School 
opened in September. For the School Committee this was the out- 
standing event of 1932, culminating as it does years of effort and 
hopes for these much needed facilities. These schools now compare 
favorably with the best and should be adequate for a number of 
years. The Committee desires also to express its appreciation for the 
consideration given to it at all times by “The School Building Com- 
mittee of 1931,” and of its efforts to make possible the opening of 
the new buildings in September. 

The Committee has voted to name the Junior High School play- 
ground Parker Field, in commemoration of the fact that both this 
land and a part of the land occupied by the school was for many 
years owned by the Parker family, and in honor of the late Mrs. 
Harrison Parker who founded the Mothers’ Association and who for 
many years was deeply interested in school activities. 

The Committee voted to discontinue, at the beginning of the 
school year, the system of ability grouping in the elementary schools. 
It believed that, while this grouping of pupils according to their abil- 
ity to progress had many advantages, it also tended to discourage 
those who do not learn as quickly and might definitely result, in the 
case of some children, in creating a false impression of their ability 
and therefore be less productive of good results. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

The schools opened in September with the largest increase in 
membership ever recorded. The total as of December 1, 1932 is 2541, 
an increase over December 1931 of 7.17%. In the High School the 
membership is 664, an increase of 12.5% and in the Junior High 
School the membership is 413, an increase of 15.7%, partly accounted 
for by pupils who were at the Noonan School in 1931 because of 
lack of room at the Wadleigh building. This large increase is prob- 
ably due, further, to the depression which made it impossible for 
those who might otherwise have left school to obtain employment. 

In the elementary schools all rooms are required for the present 
membership except one in the Wyman School in which the Lane 
‘Collection of Birds is kept, one room in the Mystic School, and one 
in the Noonan School. The Lincoln School membership made it 
again necessary to have one class in the assembly hall. 

In accordance with the vote at the Annual Town Meeting, the 
‘Committee transferred to the Park Board the portable building form- 
erly used at the Wadleigh School, but with the agreement by the 
Park Board that it would turn the building back to the School 
Department if the increase in membership at any time made the use 
of the portable necessary. The Committee believes that the use of 
this portable and the old Mystic School will be necessary at no dis- 
tant day, if the growth in membership continues at the present rate. 

FINANCES 

The Committee is fully conscious that the times demand re- 
trenchment. It has endeavored faithfully to meet this demand. 
‘Though the school budget is a large one, it has always been based on 
providing a conservative program, economically administered, to in- 
-clude only such programs and activities as are considered essential 
to meet the educational standards expected in towns of the standing 
of Winchester. Salaries have often been lower and never higher 
than those of most towns comparable to Winchester. The Committee 
has fortunately been free from the pressure which has existed in some 
‘towns and cities for an extravagant program and overloaded organiza- 
tion and, therefore, beyond a certain point, retrenchment can be 
‘secured only at the sacrifice of what the committee believes are educa- 
tional necessities for the proper preparation of youth for the respon- 
‘sibilities of life. Kindergartens, music, art, athletics, domestic science 
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and manual training are outside of the old order of reading, writing 
and arithmetic. So also are the college preparatory and commercial 
courses given in the High School. All of these activities are, how- 
ever, deemed necessary in any public school system which aims to 
meet the needs and expectations of a community such as Winchester. 
To eliminate from the program any of these features, which are of 
long standing, would affect the breadth and thoroughness of the 
training given, and result in depriving our youth of what, in many 
-cases, is the only opportunity for creating an interest in and appreci- 
-ation of those things which make for the finest and best in life. 

With the steady growth in school membership the school budget 
-has normally increased each year. The Committee, however, realiz- 
ing the necessity for urging economy, had previously made a con- 
‘siderable reduction in general expenses in preparing its budget for 
1932, curtailing any commitments which did not affect the mainte- 
nance of existing standards and postponing some desirable improve- 
ments in the system. It also deferred the customary normal increases 
in teachers’ salaries for those teachers who had not reached the 
-established maximum. As a result the budget as originally submitted 
for 1932 was for the first time in twenty years or more smaller than 
the amount appropriated in the previous year. This budget was 
‘still further decreased during the course of the year by action taken 
at the Town Meeting June 8, 1932, reducing all salaries 10%. This 
‘reduction will also apply for the year 1933. 

In preparing its budget for 1933 the Committee proposes further 
curtailment of expense by increasing the number of pupils per teacher 
in the elementary schools and in other ways by making the present 
organization function more economically. In spite of the large in- 
-erease in school membership described above, it is planned not only 
to add no new teachers, but in fact to reduce the present teaching 
staff. Some increase will be necessary in certain items such as fuel, 
electricity, janitor service and supplies in the new Junior High 
School and the enlarged High School. Part of this increase is due 
to the increased community use of these new buildings. These 
changes will result in the budget for 1933 being approximately 
‘$30,000. less than that requested for 1931. This saving, however, 
does not present a true picture of the situation. To this actual reduc- 
‘tion should be added the elimination of the normal increase in the 
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budget due to the growth in school membership. The membership. 
January 1, 1931 was 2371, and in January, 1933, 2541, an increase 
of 170. An approximate cost per pupil of $100. would normally 
have resulted in a budget for 1933 $17,000. greater than that of 
1931. The Committee has therefore submitted for 1933 a budget. 
which is in effect $47,000. less than it would have submitted had 
economic conditions during the last two years been normal. 

As part of the program of economy, the Committee proposes to: 
close the Highland School next June. This is an expensive school to. 
maintain because of the small number of pupils. It was expected 
that when the Mystic and George Washington Schools were built 
the Highland School would be closed, and the Committee at that. 
time did so. By special vote of the Town, however, it was reopened. 
If there should be a large increase in September in the present mem- 
bership in the Mystic and George Washington Schools it may be: 
necessary to continue the Highland School, and in any event it will 
doubtless be necessary, at some future date, to reopen it in order to: 
relieve these schools. ‘The Committee does not feel justified at this. 
time, however, in continuing the Highland School if it can be avoided. 

There will be a further considerable reduction in costs of opera- 
tion in 1934 due to some changes which will not go into effect until 
September, 1933. The effect of the measures contemplated by the 
Committee will mean a reduction in the per pupil budget for 1933 
of $19.00 as compared to the 1931 budget. This large per pupil 
saving has been made notwithstanding the fact that the per cent of 
increase in membership in the Senior and Junior High Schools is. 
nearly three times that of the Elementary Schools, and the per pupil 
cost in the High Schools is approximately 50% more than that of 
the Elementary Schools. 

BUILDINGS 

All of the buildings are in good condition and at a higher 
standard of efficiency than at any previous time. The additions to 
the High School provided by the Town, and changes and improve- 
ments in the original building, have brought this building up to a. 
point where it should provide for the needs of the school for a num-: 
ber of years. If eventually it is changed to a three year school, it 
should be adequate for a long time. 

In the summer the Committee had a new roof put on the High. 
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School and repairs made to the balustrade, flashings, gutters, etc. 
This work had been needed for several years. It was found neces- 
sary, also, because of leaks and defects in the equipment to com- 
pletely renew and modernize the boys’ toilets on the first and second: 
floors of the High School. As soon as money is available the girls’ 
toilets should also be modernized and the two rooms in the basement: 
formerly used as shower rooms, should be made into toilet rooms in 
order to make adequate provision for the number of pupils which 
will probably be enrolled in another year or two. 

The original building is still being heated by the old boilers in 
the High School, but the remainder of the building is heated from 
the central heating plant in the Junior High School. It is expected’ 
that these old boilers can be used for a few years more and, when 
they have to be abandoned, connection can be made to the central 
heating plant, with such changes in this plant as may then be neces- 
sary, since the steam mains to the High School have been made ade- 
quate for the full load of the entire school. 


CONCLUSION 

While in business concerns the demand for the output and the: 
volume of production have both dropped below normal due to the: 
depression, the load on the school system and the volume of its mem- 
bership have been increased by, and in spite of, the depression. The: 
very fact that industry can absorb only a small part of those pupils. 
who might, otherwise, find gainful and useful occupation, makes it. 
of more vital importance that they should be given the opportunity 
in the schools to profitably occupy their time, and to preserve their 
morale, and a hopeful outlook on life. 

The Committee believes, therefore, that more than at any time 
it is important to carry on the school program with the largest meas- 
ure of effectiveness, and to maintain, and not lower, the standards.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOGES 


‘To the School Committee: 

I am pleased to submit my ninth annual report. As a measure 
of economy, I will not include in my report the complete reports of 
my colleagues, but will rather quote from them as it seems best. 
There is much to be said for this type of report, however, even in 
normal times. 

THE New BUILDINGS 

A department which has struggled so long to obtain adequate 
-secondary school facilities naturally rejoices over the new buildings. 
Principals, teachers, and pupils have for nearly a decade been handi- 
capped in the High and Wadleigh Schools due to inadequate school 
accommodations. They now, however, appreciate, as we do, their 
new facilities. 

The Building Committee have accomplished a good piece of 
work. They are to be especially commended when one considers 
the amount of money available for two major projects carried on at 
the same time. May I express here my appreciation of their service 
to the schools. At all times there was a genuine interest and desire 
‘to meet, as far as possible, the educational needs of the schools. To 
Mr. Tucker, especially, are we indebted for his indefatigable and 
persistent work in the handling of an infinite number of details. It 
is these details properly handled, that make a school building so much 
more serviceable.

CITIZENSHIP AND CHARACTER TRAINING 


This very important field is having our attention, and training 
in it is becoming increasingly more effective, I am sure. A child may 
be taught, or possibly informed is a better word, that he should be 
kind to and thoughtful of others. Infinitely more important, how- 
ever, is an educational program that will encourage and give oppor- 
tunities for the practice of kindness. Our Junior Red Cross is one 
of the channels through which these opportunities flow. The activ- 
ities of this organization are so important in providing for growth in 
citizenship and character qualities that I list below some of the ac- 
complishments as submitted in my annual report to the local Red 
Cross Chapter. These are activities carried on in our elementary 
schools. Similar activities, however, have been carried on in the 
Junior and Senior High Schools.

The children gave a program for Fathers’ Night #m -obser- 
vance of the George Washington Bicentennial. This. 
involved much work on the part of both teachers. 
and pupils. 


During the fall the children packed 50 Red Cross Christmas. 
boxes for Red Cross Juniors in other lands. There were received 
during the year letters for each elementary school from the Juniors 
in Estonia who had received Christmas boxes from our Juniors. An 
exhibit from Yugo-Slavia was received consisting of a doll, wooden 
and china toys, gay pictures of animals, flowers and people mounted. 
as posters, also embroidered doilies made by the Estonia Juniors. 
Gifts in return for Christmas boxes have also come from the Aus- 
trian Juniors. These consisted largely of wooden toys and trinkets. 
A book describing Winchester, England has also been received in 
return for one sent by our Juniors at the time of the Winghester 
tercentenary. 
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This exchange of gifts gives the children a greater interest in 
Junior Red Cross work, a better understanding and appreciation of 
children of foreign lands. The interchange of letters and gifts 
should help in furthering world friendship and better understanding 
among the youth of all Junior Red Cross countries. 


EXHIBITION 

I desire to commend especially the unusually fine exhibition 
which was held in the Town Hall in June. This was an exhibition 
of hand-work accomplished throughout the system. It included 
results of manual training, art, sewing, and our special classes. A 
large number of the citizens visited the exhibition, and I am sure 
had a much better knowledge of the worthwhile manual activities 
which are carried on in the schools. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL 

The new facilities have made it possible to return to the one 
session day with its obvious educational advantages over a two-pla- 
toon organization. The school session is now six hours in length, 
opening at 8:15 and closing at 2:15. An extra period is provided 
from 2:15 to 3:00 when students may have special help from their 
teachers. Students numbering from 150-200 avail themselves of this 
extra service. Parents may consult teachers at this time. 

The school had an unusually large increase in membership this 
Fall. The membership figures for December 1931 were 590. For 
December, 1932 they were 664, an increase of 74 students or 1244%. 
There have actually been enrolled since September, 1932, 692 pupils. 
The business depression has obviously kept many more of our stu- 
dents in school. It is fortunate that our increased facilities were 
ready to receive this very large increase. 

The High School addition has not only provided for needed ad- 
ditional classrooms, but it has given us the following: 

a. Two large study halls. 

b. A very attractive auditorium. 

c. A large gymnasium with accompanying locker and 
shower roms. 

d. An adequate cafeteria where students may now sit 
down and eat their luncheons with relaxation and 
pleasure. 
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To mention these facilities is probably sufficient to bring out the 
additional services which the School Committee can now render the 
High School students. I should especially mention, however, that. 
the new gymnasium now makes possible a much more effective phys- 
ical education program. The after school program alone is now pro- 
viding for healthful exercise for about 120 boys and for a like num- 
ber of girls. All such things likewise have their influence upon the 
morale of the school which seems to be excellent. 

The school’s success in adequately preparing students for col- 
lege is always of interest, especially in such a community as ours. 
I commend the following to you, taken from the Principal’s report. 
to me: 

“A year ago I stated that the results of the College group of 
the Class of 1931 was very gratifying and I commented in some detail 
on the college preparatory work done by this school. The results of 
the college group of last June are equally satisfactory and demon- 
strate that this school is doing college preparatory work in a manner 
that will compare favorably with that of the best high schools. Dur- 
ing these past two years we have successfully prepared our students. 
for and entered them at the leading colleges of the country, including 
the following: Amherst, Annapolis Naval Academy, Boston College, 
Boston University, Brown, Bowdoin, Connecticut College for Wo- 
men, Cornell, Dartmouth, Harvard, Mass. State College, Mass. Insti- 
tute of Technology, Mt. Holyoke, Northeastern, Notre Dame, Ober- 
lin, Purdue, Radcliffe, Rollins, Simmons, Skidmore, St. John’s, State 
Teachers’ College, Smith, Tufts, Univ. of Michigan, University of 
Maine, University of Alabama, Vassar, Washington and Lee, Welles- 
ley, Wheaton, Williams, Worcester Technology. The largest num- 
ber admitted to any one college is eight at Harvard. Scores of the 
last two years’ graduates are attending the above-named institutions 
and are making good today. Seldom do we get a failing report from 
any of our college people. Reports just received from Harvard state 
that our four Freshman boys there are maintaining satisfactory 
standing. For the past two years over 89% of our final College 
Board candidates have been successful; a record of which any school 
would be proud. The school enjoys a certificate privilege of all cer- 
tifying colleges, including the new certificate privilege at M. I. T.” 

It is the Superintendent’s opinion that our high school staff was. 
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never stronger than now. ‘They are all carrying full programs, and. 
giving their best to our students. 


THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 

The new building provides adequate accommodations for the 
first time in years. The school has opened with great satisfaction to: 
all concerned. I would mention particularly sufficient classrooms, 
adequate rooms for our “special” subjects with proper equipment, the 
gymnasium with accompanying locker and shower rooms, and an 
adequate office. For the first time our pupils of Junior High school 
age are provided with proper physical educational facilities, both. 
indoor and outdoor. 

This school likewise has a very unusual increase in pupils over 
a year ago. The membership has increased from 357 (13 more were 
housed in the Noonan School last year due to lack of room at the 
Wadleigh School) in December 1931 to 413 in December 1932, an. 
increase of 56 pupils or 15.6%. 

The Principal and teachers have made a fine contribution to our 

citizenship and character training program. It will serve us best if 
I quote from the Principal’s report: 


THE OB JECTIVE OF THE HOME ROOM 

“The major objective is to establish a pupil-teacher relationship: 
and subsequent understanding which will enable the teacher to 
become the personal advisor to a pupil along those lines which come: 
under educat‘onal respons‘b'l'ty. 

The secondary objectives are: 

Administrative Efficiency: This organization gives small admin- 
istrative units which are of inestirhable value in conducting school 
activities. 

Curricular Enrichment: The outlines for study in the home 
room may and do include materials which are of value and yet those 
which do not seem to logically fall in any of the particular fields. 

Pupil Participation: In the school it is possible by using this 
rather complicated mechanism to afford many opportunities to each 
pupil to participate in the varied activities of the school. Naturally, 
in creating more organizations, more opportunities are created for 
citizenship participation. 
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OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES: 
Regular: President, Vice-President and Secretary-Treasurer. 


Attendance Committee: This committee assists in taking 
the attendance and sees that a report is sent to the 
office. 


Program Committee: This committee prepares the pro- 
grams for assemblies and for home room exercises. 


Citizenship Committee: This committee leads the discus- 
sions when problems of citizenship are considered. 


Scholarship Committee: This committee urges pupils to do 
their work in the best possible manner and makes up 
honor rolls for the home rooms at card-marking time. 


Room Committee: This committee looks after the physical 
appearance of the room. 


Red Cross Committee: This committee aids in the work 
of our local Junior Red Cross. 


Banking Committee: This committee has charge of the 
banking in their respective home rooms.

THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The elementary schools continue in their strength. This past: 
year, the weekly programs have been revised so that all our school 
subjects and activities might have the proper proportionate amount. 
of time in the light of their relative importance. This rather fre- 
quent examination of elementary school programs is necessary if we 
are to get the best results from our daily and weekly teachings. 

Definite courses of study in Health and Elementary Science 
have been put into the hands of teachers, and should make for bet- 
ter and more uniform results in these fields. 

Lesson planning, which is bound to result in better teaching, has: 
occupied part of the time of our supervisor and teachers. 

We have continued to give attention to providing special help: 
to individual pupils. This, of course, is part of an educational guid- 
ance program which is exceedingly important. 

I am impressed with the general happiness of our elementary 


school pupils. Who would say this is insignificant in the education. 
of children. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Mr. Mansfield and those associated with him are doing excel- 
lent work in this field. There is every indication that this year will 
see more pupils affected by our somewhat extensive program than 
ever before. The increased Junior High School facilities, both indoor 
and outdoor, will have much to do with this improvement. Every- 
thing that can be done to reach the largest number of our pupils is 
to be preferred to a program organized for a comparatively few in 
varsity sports. 

Music AND ART 

Our special teachers in these subjects are carrying on the work 
very well. In Art especially, we need additional service to ade- 
quately and effectively teach over 2500 pupils. 
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HEALTH 


Our physician and nurse continue to give their best thought in 
this field. Dr. Cunningham is interested among other things in bet- 
ter posture, and we plan to emphasize this more in the classroom. 

Mrs. Savage in addition to her usual duties, has rendered much 
valuable service in visiting homes in order to prevent absence from 
school due to lack of clothing. The economic conditions have made 
this problem more acute. After her visits she can advise those re- 
sponsible for providing aid for such cases, and sometimes she can 
provide the clothing from donations which are frequently given for 
such purposes. We of course are interested in keeping our children 
in school. 


TIMES For CLEAR THINKING AND STEADY HANDS 


No thoughful citizen is unaware of the serious times through 
which we are passing. He not only feels the present stress, strain, 
and uncertainty, but he fears at times that these may be more or 
less prophetic of future conditions. 

We live in a world of constant change. It rushes on more 
speedily than ever, tearing away anchors which we have thought 
secure, and leaving us drifting, directionless and bewildered. 

Such conditions are bound to be reflected in the schools. The 
schools, however, should be kept free from such unrest and uncer- 
tainty. Pupils should be taught by teachers who are not harassed 
by constant threat of economic insecurity. We should sustain our 
teachers. Let them know we consider their work an invaluable 
necessity in our American life and that we are ready to defend their 
services and modest remuneration against those who now seize this 
period of financial stress to tear down what has been somewhat labor- 
iously built up. 

When our teachers are sustained, we will then know our 
teachers go forward with clear minds, steady hands and an abiding 
faith. There will be no question about the young people “who fol- 
low in their train.” 

The words uttered by President Hoover on January 3, 1933 
may well be placed here: 

“Our nation faces the acute responsibility of providing a 
right-of-way for the American child. In spite of our eco- 
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nomic, social and governmental difficulties, our future citi- 
zens must be built up now. We may delay other problems, 
but we cannot delay the day-to-day care and instruction of 
our children. 

“Our governmental forces have grown unevenly and along 
with our astounding national development. We are now 
forced to make decisions on the merits of the various ex- 
penditures. But in the rigid governmental economies that 
are requisite everywhere we must not encroach upon the 
schools or reduce the opportunity of the child through the 
school to develop adequate citizenship. 

“There is no safety for our republic without the education 
of our youth. That is the first charge upon all citizens and 
local governments. 

‘Above all, may I ask that throughout your deliberations you 
bear in mind that the proper care and training of our 
children is more important than any other process that is 
carried on by our government. If we are to continue to 
educate cur children, we must keep and sustain our 
teachers and our schools.” 


I cannot close this report without a word of appreciation. I very 
much appreciate the many hours of service rendered by the School 
Committee in considering policies which are far-reaching in our 
educational system. There have been an unusual number of meet- 
ings which the Committee have attended faithfully at great expense 
of their own time and strength. 

My gratitude goes to the entire staff who work in our school 
‘system. They have unfalteringly continued to give of their best 
amidst social unrest and increased burdens.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 
OF 1931 


The report of this committee as published a year ago in the 
1931 Town Report in some detail described the plans and work then. 
substantially under way for the remodelling and enlarging of the 
High School and the erection of the new Junior High Building. 
Progress was steadily made on both projects, and at the March Town. 
Meeting of this year, we presented our report as to the cost of com- 
pleting the buildings and the providing of furniture and built-in. 
equipment, and the meeting voted an appropriation of $97,000.00 
as requested. 

The total of all appropriations was $547,000.00 of which sum. 
$92,048.97 was expended by the Selectmen for land and costs, leav- 
ing $454,951.03 available for buildings, grading, equipment, and 
furniture. 

Further on we present our financial report to date while the 
report of the Town Auditor lists each individual payment that we 
have made. This report is not final, as we have been unable to pay 
out all the money for which we have contracted because of liens. 
filed against both buildings, and because certain minor items of work 
have not yet been completed. On the High School the liens are 
small and due to the difficulties of a subcontractor, and the amount 
temporarily held back from the principal contractor is $3,000.00. 
On the Main Street Building the subcontractor on the Central Heat- 
-ing Plant went into receivership before the completion of the work, 
and the Receivers completed the job. Legal difficulties have caused 
us to withhold payment of $2,738.53. The principal contractor for 
the building quite sometime before its completion required the 
assistance of his bonding company in making his payments, and pend- 
ing the satisfactory discharge of liens against this building, we are 
withholding payment of $20,268.59. 

The financial embarrassment of several of our contractors con- 
siderably increased our problems. Had we a counsellor less able and 
willing than Mr. Addison R. Pike, Town Counsel, on whom to call, 
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we should have found ourselves faced by situations of great per- 
plexity. For the details of the great amount of work he did for our 
committee we would refer you to his report. We are glad to pub- 
licly acknowledge our debt to him. It was a satisfaction at all times. 
to know that the interests of the town were amply protected by the 
bonds given by the contractors. 

The work on both buildings proceeded at a satisfactory rate 
throughout the spring and summer, during which period we were 
kept very busy on the many details and in the purchasing of the 
equipment and furniture. Mr. Quinn on this as on many other 
matters was of the greatest help, and, in fact, he gave up his summer 
vacation to be of service to us in the selecting of innumerable articles. 

The result was that school opened in both buildings on the 
appointed day in Septembef, practically completed in every detail. 
On the preceding Sunday afternoon a public inspection of both 
buildings was held, and it is estimated that about 3,000 of our citi- 
zens visited the schools. | 

The landscape architect for the grading on both buildings was. 
Mr. Ralph S. Vinal. At the time of his greatly regretted death in 
January, he had practically completed the plans for the work. We 
were very fortunate in having Mr. James J. Fitzgerald as our grading 
contractor. He was able to take Mr. Vinal’s plans and carry them 
out most successfully. The committee at all times was glad to rely 
on his advice. 

We are indebted to our Town Officials for many courtesies: 
and much help, especially the Town Auditor, Mr. Priest, Miss. 
Stinson, Town Clerk and the Building Inspector, Mr. Dineen. We 
have enjoyed our frequent contacts with the School Committee 
who have been most cooperative. 

There are several matters that we would like to mention as a 
matter of record. The deed from the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts to the Town for the land along the parkway provides that 
no building can be erected on the land except that a future addition 
to the new building may extend onto the playground a distance of 
fifteen feet. This will allow the present gymnasium to be doubled 
in size, which is ample. This condition in the deed had the effect 
of establishing the setback of the building on Main Street. Other- 
wise we should have liked to have the setback of the building 
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somewhat greater. In conveying the land the Metropolitan District 
Commissioners insisted on retaining a strip of land along the Park- 
way to a depth of thirty-five feet from the inside of the sidewalk 
because of the remote possibility that some day the Parkway might 
need to be widened. But they issued us a permit, now in the custody 
of the School Committee, to erect the fence only ten feet back from 
the sidewalk, thus, of course, considerably increasing the play area. 
The deed provided that a fence must be erected. The driveway 
between the new building and the Ripley Estate used for access to 
the heating plant does not belong to the Town, but the Town suc- 
ceeded to a right-of-way over this driveway originally possessed by 
the First Congregational Church. 

The Town Meeting October 1931 voted an appropriation of 
$1500.00 for “Grading and otherwise improving the land between 
Main Street and the Mystic Valley Parkway.” 

Of this appropriation $1383.95 has been expended, leaving a 
balance of $116.05. .

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REPORT OF THE 
WINCHESTER SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The Safety Committee has continued active and has held meet- 
ings on the first Wednesday evening of every month. The members 
are thoroughly interested in their work, and have given much time 
and thought in trying to remedy dangerous traffic situations in the 
‘Town. 


The Committee has no power to make any changes, but it has 
made many recommendations to the various departments and officials 
which we feel have helped to eliminate and remedy dangerous traffic 
hazards. The advice of the Committee has often been requested, 
after which investigations have been made and suggestions given. 
The Police Department, Fire Department, and Highway Department, 
as well as the Board of Selectmen, have co-operated in making con- 
ditions safer in the Town. ie 


Citizens in the Town have co-operated with the Committee in 
cutting down cértain hedges at corners which we felt were danger- 
ous; additional trafic warning signs and reflectors have been erected; 
and paintings and markings have been made on highways, curbings, 
and at corners. We feel that much has been accomplished in a quiet 
way and that the Town has been benefited by the work of the Com- 
mittee. We have tried not to interfere with the rights of others 
any more than necessary and have acted only when we felt reason- 
ably confident that some good would result. 


Considerable time has been given to a careful investigation of 
the traffic situation at the Center for the purpose of seeing how the 
hazards there can be lessened and the general conditions improved. 
The Committee recommends that the trafic beacon on Mt. Vernon 
Street and Main Street on the easterly side of the railroad tracks 
be removed to a location nearer to the center of the railroad bars 
in the intersection, and that the traffic lights be connected with the 
gates so that when the railroad gates are down, the lights, with the 
exception of the green arrows, will show red. We feel that this 
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is an important change which should be made. Moving the traffic 
signal back out of the street would also have the effect of permitting 
an extra line of trafic to go north on Main Street and would help 
to eliminate the congested condition of the Center.

HASTERLY BOUNDARY LINE 


The committee believes the only part of the easterly boundary 
line of interest is that section at the southerly end, separating Med- 
ford from Winchester, where 33 acres of privately owned land in 
Medford were isolated from other privately owned land in Medford 
in 1925 when the Metropolitan District Commission purchased 
285.52 acres from the Lawrence Estate, Extending from Winthrop 
Street to South Border Road. 

By the efforts of this committee a part of the 33 acres containing 
about 13 acres was sold in March 1932 to the Metropolitan District 
Commission to be used for park purposes leaving 20.48 acres which 
this committee believes for various reasons because of its location 
might well be brought within the boundaries of Winchester. 

The matter has been brought to the attention of, and the site 
has been visited with, the proper officials of Medford. The com- 
mittee expects a decision soon and until that time arrives, cannot 
make any recommendations. 

The committee requests further time to complete its work.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Winchester for the period 
from January 1, 1931 to June 11, 1932, and submit the following 
report: 

The records of the financial transactions of the several depart- 
‘ments were examined, and a comparison was made with the reports 
to the accountant and with the books in the accountant’s and the 
treasurer’s departments. 

The surety bonds furnished by the departmental officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to 
-be in proper form. 

The records of appropriations, transfers, and loan orders voted 
by the town were examined and checked with the accountant’s books. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined. 
The recorded receipts were checked with the treasurer’s books, while 
the payments were checked with the warrants and approved bills 
and pay rolls, as well as with the treasurer’s books. 

The outstanding debt was listed and proved, the loans issued 
during the year being found to be properly authorized. The reported 
payments of maturing debt and interest were compared with the 
amounts falling due. 

The ledger accounts were examined and checked, a trial balance 
was taken off proving the ledger to be in balance, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town as of June 11, 
1932, was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The reported receipts as recorded on the cash book were 
checked with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town, and the payments by the treasurer were compared 
with the warrants authorizing them and with the accountant’s books. 

The cash on hand was verified by an actual count, and the bank 
balances were reconciled with statements furnished by the banks. 

The investments of the trust funds in the custody of the town 
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‘treasurer were examined and listed, the income and the transfers to 
the town being verified and found to be as recorded. 

The departmental accounts receivable were examined and checked 
~with the bills made out by the several departments and with the 
payments to the treasurer. The outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved with the acountant’s books. 

Determined effort should be made toward the collection of the 
health department accounts, as the amount outstanding is very large 
and some of the accounts are long overdue. Those accounts found 
to be uncollectible should be abated. 

The tax titles held by the town were listed and checked, being 
‘reconciled with the books and records in the accountant’s office. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The commitments of taxes, assessments and water charges 
were proved to the warrants, and the receipts were checked with 
‘the payments to the treasurer and with the accountant’s books. The 
abatements were checked with the departmental records of abate- 
‘ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
to the accounts in the accountant’s books. Verification notices rela- 
‘tive to unpaid accounts were mailed to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
-correct. 

The town clerk’s records of receipts for dog and sporting licenses 
issued and for recording marriage intentions, as well as of fees 
-collected, were examined and checked, the payments to the county, 
state, and town, respectively, being verified. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 


‘record of receipts by the selectmen for licenses, etc. and of rentals 
-of town hall were checked. The accounts of the sealer of weights 


and measures, the dental clinic and the police, school, library, and 
cemetery departments were also checked. 


For the courtesies extended by the various town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express my appreciation.
